Seconds, how- 
ever only seperated them on corrected 
time. The Almira finished third by 
actual time, but lost third position on 
time allowance to the C. C. The 
course gave the boats windward work 
at the start making the race even 
more interesting to watch. 

Owing to the large fleet of yachts 
that entered the judges boat was an- 
chored off Great Hill, a cabin launch 
being used. There was quite a sea 
running, and but for this cabin launch 
it would have been rough for the 
judges. 

One of the interested spectators of 
the race was Commodore Henry 
Morss of the Corinthian club, who 
came over in the Dervish from 
Marblehead, After the race he visit- 
ed the clubhouse.

Capt. E. A. Snow 
Prominent Mariner 


Captain Ephraim Anthony Snow 
died at his residence, 96 West Elm 
avenue, Wollaston park, Sunday, 


August 2, after an illness of eighteen 
months. He was a lineal descendant 
of Nicholas Snow an Englishman 
who came to this country in the ship 
Ann in 1623, and who married in Ply- 
mouth, Constance Hopkins, who came 


in the Mayflower in 1620 with her 
parents. Nicholas Snow, with six 
others, began a settlement at Eastham 
in 1644. Captain Snow was of the 
eighth generation and was born in 
Truro, Mass., Sept. 1, 1837. He was 


also a descendant of Thomas Prince, 
Governor of Plymouth colony. 

Like most Cape Cod boys he began 
very early in life to follow the sea and 
at the age of twenty-two acquired the 
command of a schooner. After that 
time he was ever master of a vessel— 
in the coasting trade until about 1880, 
and from then until his retirement in 
1902, in various yachts. 

His race in the sloop yacht Thetis 
in 1886, against the English cutter 
“Stranger” from Newport to Marble- 
head, a distance of 150 miles, while 
only one of his many successful races 
probably gave him most fame, it being 
a semi-international affair. 

Captain Snow took up his residence 
in Wollaston in March 1891. He 
served in the Quincey City Council in 
1894, was a Free Mason, having joined 
the order in 1868, a member of 
Knights of Honor for twenty-five 
years, withdrawing about three years 
ago, and also a member of New Eng- 
land Order of Protection. 
a widow, one daughter, 
E. Linnell of Wollaston, 
Herbert Austin 
Maine. 

The funeral services will be held 
Tuesday, at two o'clock, at his late 
residence, and the interment will be 
at Mt. Wollaston Cemetery.

This crime can 
not pass unnoticed, and the only reply 
possible Is a twenty-four-bour strike.” 

The police arrested the billstickers 
and the manifesto was then distributed 
{fn the form of handbills. 

The first sign of the strike was when 
e number of printers did not put In an 
appearance last evening at the news 
paper offices, and half the journals were 
unable to print. Those offices where 
work proceeded were surrounded — by 
police in order to ward off attacks by 
militant laborers. 

The electric power company has sent 
a circular to the hotels, restaurants and 
other places, giving warning that its 
employes are likely to cease work to- 
day and advising that precautions be 
tuken to protect themselves.

The pow 
er turned on, the two insignificant look 
ing propellor blades whirred about. and 
the machine roared and trembled like 
an impatient automobile. Then it 
moved slowly forward on its four bi 
eycle wheels. Perhaps 2 hundred feet 
had been covered when the toy bird 
found its wings. It reached a height of 
twenty feet and sped in a bee-line with 
out a tremor. Nearing the lower turn 
it slowed down at a decline and settled 
to the ground as gently as its living 
model might cover a nest of eggs.

OTHERS PROBABLY CONSUMED 


More Than a Hundred Lives Lost In 
B. C., 
Cities as Result of Brush Fires 


Which Are Beyond Control and Al- 


Fernie, and Surrounding 


ready Cover Territory a Hundred 


Square Miles in Extent 


Winnipeg, Aug. 3.—As a result of 
bush fires that started Saturday and still 
rage for many miles, Fernie, B. C., is 
wiped off the map and the fate of 
Hosmer, Olsen and Sparwood is in 
doubt, as they are cut off from com- 
munication. : 

More than 100 lives are reported to 
huve been lost, seventy-four of them in 
Fernie. A territory 100 square miles 
in extent is a seething mass of flames. 
Through it are scuttered hundreds of 
lumbermen and prospectors, so that 
the actual loss of life will not be kuown 
tor days. 

Much property of the Canadian Pa- 
cific and the Great Northern railways 
is destroyed, including bridges and 
roiling stock burned, so that it is im- 
possible to enter or leave the burning 
urea. Inhabitants of the affected towns 
have fled to open country to seek safety. 

The railway companies have placed 
all available trains at the disposal of 
refugees, and unless there is a change 
of wind within the next few hours the 
whole of the Crow's Nest pass coun 
try will be abandoned to the flames. 

There is no possibility of estimating 
the loss of life and property which 
will result, for these flames are driven 
by a half gale, making it impossible to 
put up a fight against their advance 
The conflagration is the greatest which 
has ever visited Canada. 

for the past month forest fires have 
been raging in the mountains of the 
Eik river valley country, but they have 
not been considered seriously. Satur- 
day morning a heavy wind sprung up 


fiames appeared over the crest of the 
mountains to the west of Fernie. They 
ran down the mountainside and before 
u fire guard could be organized had en- 
tered the town. 

Within an hour the town was doomed 
and the inhabitants sought safety in 
flight, leaving everything behind them. 


All night and yesterday morning the 
exodus continued, the destination be- 


lag a small prairie in the valley three 
miles south of the town. At present 
8000 persons are camped there in the 
open. A constant shower of sparks 
from the burning area is falling through 
the pall of smoke by which they are 
surrounded. 

With the burning of the bridges 
across the Elk river all communication 
with the east was cut off. Scattered 
through the valley are many small 
prairies and all of these have their 
groups of refugees. 

The hills In all directions are a seeth- 
ing mass of flames, cutting off every 
xvenue of escape. 

The fire spread with unprecedented 
rapidity and it is feared that several 
parties who tried to get through the 
pass have been cut off. Families have 
been separated and there is at present 
no means of checking the fatalities. 

At present the fire is following the 
crest of the mountain chain above 
Sparwood, eating down Into the val- 
leys on either side. It is traveling ata 
tremendous rate and unless there is a 
change of wind will cross the boundary 
iuto Montana within the next twelve 
hours. There are thousands of mines 
and prospectors’ claims In the track 
of the fire, all of which are in peril. A 
slight change of wind has occurred and 
Michel has been taken out of the mone 
direct path. 

Fernie Is the largest town of the 
Crow’s Nest pass region, where there 
is the largest deposit of anthracite in 
Canada. From a hamlet of a few hun- 
dred people five years ago the town 
has grown until it now has over 5000 
people. 

The Crow's Nest pass is In the East 
Keotenay region of British Columbia, 
north of western Montana and ex- 
tending almost as far west as the Idaho 
line. 

The country in the Crow's Nest pass 
region is rugged, but thinly weoded. 
Mountains 2ear up from the lowlands 
and the rivers are narrow, finding their 
way through narrow mountain passes. 
The towns are all backed up against the 
hills and owe their importance almost 
‘entirely to the coal industry, which has 
lately been greatly developed by the 
Canadian Pacific railroad. 


Laurier Notified of Disaster 

Ottawa, Aug. 3.—Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
received the following telegram from 
Cranbrooke, B. C: 

“Disastrous fire Kootenay valley. 
FePfnie, Hosmer, Crow's Nest and other 
places almost completely burned. Not 
less than 5000 people homeless. Cana- 
dian Pacific railway carrying them to 
Elko and Cranbrooke. Every effort -is 
being made locally, but these people are 
utterly without food or shelter. Fire 
covers seventy miles. Seventy lives 
lost. Immediate relief required. Tele- 
graph instructions at once.” 

Toe premier consulted his col- 
leagues this morning to see what action 
can be taken by the federal goverD- 
ment.

The body was identified beyond 
doubt by the clothing and teeth. A 
physician testified that death was due 
to strangulation. Fifteen witnesses 
were examined. Among them was 
Jules Gurney, a farmhand employed on 
the Whittemore farm last summer. 
He, testified that Nicholas Mone, a 
young Greek detained at Lewiston on 
suspicion, told him shortly after Scott's 
disappearance that Scott had returned 
to the old country and probably would 
not be heard from again. He 
stated that Mone had received a letter 
from his home that Seott had died 
there. The county officials will con- 
tinue their investigations.

“You or y’r clerk are to be dayly at 
ye Custome House from nine in ye 
morning untill twelve at noone. There 
to receive ye Customes both in and out. 
as the Merchants shall come & enter, 
ye merchant is to make foure Bills and 
signe them with bis hand, writing his 
name to them, & ye same time, when 
you have signed ye Warrant, or one or 
ye Bills, you are to demand ye Cus 
tome, either in kinde at 10 P? Cent In 
wards or double ye vallue of its first 
Cost .in Holland, in Beaver. And like 
wise outwards for Peltry you are to 
receive 1044 P Cent according to ye 
yallue in Beaver, for Tobacco one half 
penny Pr. pound Ster’g; which is noe 
more than all Englishmen doe pay 
* * * You to tell ye Merchant you are 
not to give credit. * * * If they doe 
not like your propositions, you are not 
to pass their Bills. * * *

William B. Allison was born at Perry, 
O., March 2, 1829. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1850, was married to Miss 
Anna Carter of Wooster, O., in 1855, 
and in 1857 removed to Dubuque, where 
he took up the practice of law. 
Allison was a delegate to the 
national Republican convention in Chi- 
eago in 1860. He was a member of the 
governor's staff during the Civil war 
and raised troops to fight for the integ- 
rity of the nation in 1861. In 1868 he

Was elected to congress and served 
continuously until 1871. In 1878 he was 
elected United States senator from 


Iowa, and represented his state in this 
capacity until the time of his death. 

Senator Allison was offered the po- 

sition of secretary of the treasury of 
the United States by Presidents Gar- 
field, Harrison and McKinley, but in 
each instance declined to accept the 
office. In 1892 he was chairman of the 
International monetary conference at 
Brussels. He was a candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomination 
Lefore the national Republican conven- 
‘tion in 1888 and again in 1896. 

It was Allison, as much as any man 
in the service of the who 
planned and carried through all the 
|great measures for the conduct of the 
Civil war, the re-establishment of the 
national credit and the development of 
the national resources. 

He was a contemporary of and a co- 
laborer with every one of the great 
men whose services are now recognized 
as of inestimable value to the nation— 
Lincoln, Stanton, Chase, Sumner, 
Blaine, Edmunds, Sherman, Garfield, 
Togan, Trumbull, Morton and others. 
His aid in the nomination of Lincoln 
as Republican candidate for president 
}in 1860 was perhaps Allison's first 
great service for his country. 

On the ways and means committee 
of the national house he began the 
eareer Which made him one of the best 
authorities in the country upon the 
revenues and expenditures of the goy- 
ernment. For more than forty years 

| he had been assigned by the judgment 
ef his colleagues in the house and sen- 
rte to the responsible task of planning 
the revenues and supervising the ex- 
penditures, and no man who ever had 
part in this work had the confidence 
of both houses more completely. 

To Senator Allison, more especially 
than to any other man who ever oceu- 
vied a seat in that body, belongs the 
title of “Father of the Senate.’ He 
Was not.cnly one of the oldest men in 
that body, but he held the record be 
yond all others for length of service 
there. 

When Theodore Roosevelt assumed 
the office of president it was Senator 
Allison to whom he turned among other 
Senators for support; and it was given 
ungrudgingly.

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LAWYER PATRICK’S APPEAL 
Asks That Work of New York Courts 
and Governor Be Undone 

Washington, Aug. 5.—Albert T. Pat- 
rick, who is serving a life sentence in 
Sing Sing (N. Y.) prison for the mur- 
der of William M. Rice, a New York 
millionaire, several years ago, bas had 
docketed in the supreme court of the 
United States his appeal from the de- 
cision of the United States courtin New 
York, refusing to release him on a writ 
of habeas corpus. 

In his petition for appeal Patrick 
charges that his conviction and 
tence to death had been due to a con- 
spiracy, and then he asserts that the 
governor of New York (at that time 
Governor Higgins) did “arbitrarily, over 
his (Patrick’s) protest, change the pun- 
ishment of death of the defendant to 
the greater punishment of life impris- 
onment.” He would have the supreme 
court undo all that was done by both 
the New York courts and the governor 
of that state.

Bronson Howard Was Also 
Known In Field of Journalism 


New York, Aug. 5.—Bronson How- 
writer of 


sen- 


ard, dramatist and author, 
several plays which stand as land- 
marks in the American dramatic field, 
died of heart failure at Avon-by-the- 
Sea, N. J., after a illness of about a year. 

Mr. Howard, who went to the coast 
resort on June 25 in the hope that the 
sea air might benefit him, improved in 
health for a time, but in the last two 
weeks failed rapidly. His wife and 
several near relatives were with him 
When he died. He will be buried at 
Detroit, where he was born sixty-eight 
years ago. 

Bronson Howard began his  jour- 
nalistic career in 1859, when he came 
to this city, where he 
at various times with The Tribune, The 
Evening Mail and The Evening Post. 
He practically retired from newspaper 
work in 1872, devoting himself largely 
thereafter to dramatie work. AS Aa 
dramatist Howard was best known by 
reason of the successes of “Saratoga,”

Letters,” “Young Mrs. Winthrop,” 
“The Henrietta.” “Shenandoah,” and 
“Aristocracy.” In 18SO Howard mar 
ried Miss Wyndham, a sister of Sir 
Charles Wyndham, the English come 
dian.

Constantine, Algeria, Aug. 5.—A 
number of earthquake shocks were ex- 
perienced here throughout yesterday, 
an estimate of the damage done in the 
city being placed at $200,000.

Marching Knights Receive Grand

3oston, Aug. 5.—Ten thousand mem- 


bers of the uniform rank, Knights of 


Pythias, all resplendant in their uni- 
forms of varied hues and led by bands 
playing martial airs, marched throwgh 
the historic streets of old Boston on 
their annual parade. 

It was a= grand The 
weather was ideal for a parade, just 
cool enough and with sky but slightly 
overcast. Showers had previously laid 
the dust in the streets. As the line 
moved into the down-town business 
section of the city the bands filled the 
air with music. Banners were flying 
from almost every building, while many 
of the larger places were decked in 
Pythian colors, in honor of the ocea- 
sion. All along the line of march the 
knights were greeted with cheers and 
handclapping. At the stands in Post- 
office square and on Boston common 
the demonstration was especially pro- 
nounced. 

The parade was military in every 
sense. Infantry, cavalry and artillery 
companies were in line. The marching 
host composed some twenty-five brig- 
ades of Pythians from every section of 
the country. Canada was also repre- 
sented. 

Major General Stobbart of Minnesota 
was at the head of the procession. At 
the stand on the common the parade 
was reviewed by Lieutenant Governor 
Draper, members of the governor's 
staff and Mayor Hibbard of Boston. 

At Hotel Somerset last night a recep- 
tion was tendered to the members of 
the supreme lodge and their ladies. At 
the same time a reception was being 
tendered the supreme temple of the 
Pythian Sisters at Hotel Brunswick. 

In the camp of the uniform rank on 
Franklin Field a vaudeville perform- 
ance proved an interesting and attrac- 
live feature and thousands of citizens 
swelled the number ot knights who wit- 
hnessed the performance. 

It was estimated that fully 50,000 had 
gathered in Boston to witness the 
pageant. They lined the curbings and 
Street crossings and filled the office 
building windows. The passage that 
the parade made before the reviewing 
stund was excellent. Every infantry 
man carried himself according to regu 
lations and every cavalryman and ar- 
tilleryman sat erect on his horse, 

The brigade from St. John, headed by 
its artillery band and with all its com 
panies carrying the Union Jack, at- 
tracted considerable attention. Their 
American brothers all line 
of march gave the Englishmen a rous 
ing welcome. The Minnesota huzzars 
also attracted considerable attention. 

The Massachusetts brigade was out 
in force. Three regiments were in line.

It is believed that the murders were 
the result of a family disagreement 
Mrs. Zett had been urging her husband 
to give up work and let the son run the 
farm. This he did not take kindly to. 
It is thought Zett brooded over the mat- 
ter and committed the murders in a fit 
of rage. 

In the desperate struggle with 
son the elder Zett, besides having his 
two ribs broken, had the flesh on his 
arm torn. In one place muscles had 
been ripped away, showing how grimly 
desperate the son had held on while 
Wrestling with his father.

effected. The dirigible 
again was sent on high, and the trip 
that probably will prove a record one 
Was recommenced. 

rhe weather for the ascension was 
most auspicious. The ship of the air 
ese majestically to a height of 400 
and, crossing the lake, circled the 
town of Constance, then, turning, re- 
traced the path of its flight and, de- 
scribing a perfect circle, passed over 
Friedrichshafen and then soared west- 
ward the lake to Basel, on the 
frontier. Turning the vessel 

toward the northwest, Zep- 
pelin steered it over Mulhausen and 
then directed its flight northeasterly to 
thence following the val- 
ley of the Rhine northward to Mayence, 
a distance altogether of over 250 miles. 

Everything was going smoothly 
when the trouble to the propellor oc- 
curred and somewhat impeded the 
progress of the airship, but when the 
balloon had been brought down Zep- 
pelin found the defect so slight that in 
] than four hours everything had 
been made perfect. 

At 10:15 p. m. the airship rose again 
from the Rhine and turned her bows 
toward Mayence, where she arrived at

Count Zeppelin could not have chosen 
more delightful weather for a start. 
The suite of officers and government 
commissioners were missing from the 
platforms underneath the big gas bag. 
As a matter of fact they had not even 
been notified of the count’s intention to 
sail. The old cavalryman had = de- 
cided all of a sudden to make the ascen- 
sion. 

In every town and vfllage along the 
route bulletins were posted recording 
the progress of the airship, the crowds 
ereeting each fresh one with cheering. 

When the bulletin was flashed re- 
porting the accident at Nackenheim a 
feeling of universal sorrow prevailed, 
but the hope was everywhere ex- 
pressed that the difficulty to the mech- 
anism would be overcome. and the citi- 
zens of Mayence, Stuttgart, Frankfort 
and other important cities along the 
route learned with joy before retiring 
that the airship once more was speed- 
ing on and with every prospect of suc- 
cessfully achieving Zeppelin’s purpose. 
Many persons stayed up throughout the 
night in order to obtain a glimpse of 
the ship as it passed.

ELK RIVER VALLEY 
CONFLAGRATION 


Fifty Lives Lost and Property 
Damage of Over $6,000,000 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 5.—The ter- 
ribly destructive forest fires which 
have swept through the Crow's Nest 
district of the Elk River valley in Brit- 
ish Columbia since Saturday, 
devastating a vast stretch of territory, 
destroying many lives and millions ot 
dollars’ worth of property, wiping out 
entire towns and rendering thousands

of persons homeless, are still raging,| ¢ 19 15 abe 


but are now sweeping a wild and 
sparsely settled country and it is be 
lieved the worst is over. 

It is impossible at this time to ar 
rive at a summary of the situation as 
regards loss of life and property witb 
even approximate correctness. Sc 
widespread has been the destruction 
and so scattered are the people who 
lived in the burned area of more than 
fifty miles in length and three miles in 
width that any estimate of the num 
ber who met death in the flames is noth- 
ing more than guesswork, but it is now 
believed that the death list will not 
exceed fifty. The property loss has 
been very great, but this, too, is diffi- 
cult to estimate correctly. 

A conservative valuation would prob- 
ably place the amount between $6,- 
000,000 and $7,000,000. Several thou- 
sand persons have been rendered home- 
less, principally residents of Fernie, 
which, according to all accounts, is al- 
most completely wiped out, scarcely 
more than a score of buildings being 
left where once a prosperous town of 
5000 inhabitants stood. 

There has been suffering among the 
homeless, owing to lack of food and 
shelter, but this has been alleviated or 
partly relieved by the prompt action of 
the people of every city in British Co- 
lumbia as well as many of those in bor- 
der states, in sending money and sup- 
plies to the burned districts. This aid 
has been most generous and the tem- 
porarily destitute people will be ade- 
quately and promptly provided for.

Writes of His 
Trip in Wales 
And Vicinity 


Editors of the Daily Ledger 

Many of my friends among the 
Welsh people have told me that I am 
no Welshman at all; simply because 
I have spoken more in my letters 
about Scotland and Ireland. If I 
have done that, it was not intention- 
al. Please put yourself in my place, 
travelling in less than three weeks 
over 1500 miles in Great Britain, and 
all the time taking notes of things. If 
I wrote all to the Ledger, and if our 
worthy editor saw fit to print them, 


there wouldn’t»be room for anything 
else. 

But for the benefit of my fellow 
citizens I will here say, and that 


without boasting, that no man ever 
received a kinder welcome than your 
humble servant had in the land of 
his birth. I can show you references 
reception in numerous English 
and Welsh papers. Also copied into 
the Welsh papers of this our beloved 
Jand. During my stay there I spoke 
in some of the biggest churches, in 
halls, and in the open air, all in my 
native language, but always holding 
up my dear adopted country.

The earth is a globe of paper com- 
position four feet in diameter, while 
the sun is a stereopticon placed at a 
distance of ten feet. The light from

which is back of the lens corresponds | 


to the meridian of New York. 

The earth is caused to revolve by 
means of a shaft which derives its 
power from a small Howard steeple 
clock. This shaft passes through a 
wooden tunnel and communicates its 
power to bevel gears, which cause the 
sphere to be always changing its poise 
By watching the meridian shadow the 
observer can always tell the time of 
day with mathematical accuracy. 

No device of its kind has ever been 
exhibited in a museum for the instruc-

His room at 102 Mather 
street is on the second floor of a dingy 
frame building. The room is reached 
by an outside stairway. It was in this 
room that the police discovered two 
@aws and a long knife, and, on the bed, 
what seemed to be blood stains. 

Nemmer, who spent most of yester- 
day undergoing an examination at the 
police station, explained the stain in 
bed by a cut finger, and said that simi- 
lar marks on the saws were due to the 


fact that he sawed soup. bones with 
them, it being his custom to cook his 
own meals. 


Dozens of persons have been inter- 
viewed by police officers, among them 
being the fathers of several youths 
who had complained of Nemmer’s pe- 
culiar toward them. 

In connection with this case, the po- 
lice have redirected their attention to 
the murder a year ago of Harry Kurpa, 
15 years old, who lived in South Chi- 
cago, where Nemmer lived then. 
The Kurpa boy, who had been mis- 
treated, disappeared suddenly.

Senator William Boyd Allison, 
of the senate, who recently died at his 
home in Dubuque, Ia., had the reputa- 
tion of being the most cautious man in 
public life. He took no chances, but 
always qualified his statements. This 
was never more clearly shown than 
when a citizen of Dubuque made a bet 
that he could force the senator to say

“Yes” to a direct proposition. Half a 
dozen friends went along to see the 
miracle performed. ‘They entered Alli- 
son’s office and chatted on various top- 
ies. Presently a flock of sheep, newly 
sheared, came by. 

“Those sheep have just been sheared, 
senator,” said the man who had made 
the bet, winking at his companions. 

Senator Allison gazed earnestly at 
the sheep. Then he softly replied, “It 
looks like it on this side.” 

One day in the senate this anecdote 
was duplicated after a fashion, T here 
had been discussion about the wisdoin 
of appropriating a lump sum annually 
for keeping the sidewalks and streets 
of Washington free from snow and ice. 
Mr. Allison was drawn into the discus- 
sion. 

“Snow has been falling on the streets 
and sidewalks of Washington for many 
years past,” observed Mr. Allison. 

“And will for many years to come,’ 
interposed Senator Spooner. 

“As to that,” replied Senator Allison, 
“I will not prophesy.” 

At college some of the traits of char- 
ecter which have since been observed 
in Senator Allison were conspicuous. 
An old classmate of his once said of 
him: “Allison was a born politician. 
He never gave offense. I was at col- 
lege with him and in his class. He 
was known then as the mediator. If 
there was a difference between stu- 
dents Allison was the arbitrator. He 
always commanded the respect of his 
teachers and the confidence of his 
classmates. He was one of the few 
young men I have known who had in 
a very remarkable degree the power ot 
reserve. He had very many cordial 
friends, but no special intimates, and 
even to the select few he gave no un- 
limited insight into the workings of 
his heart and mind. He was even then 
self reliant and discreet.” 

“The great pacificator of the senate” 
was the name given to Senator Allison 
by his colleagues, and the history of 
some of the misunderstandings which 
Senator Allison smoothed away and 
some of the compromises he effected 
shows that the title was deserved. 

If there was one senator handier at 
concealing his position on public ques- 
tions than Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Is- 
land it was Mr. Allison of Iowa. One 
day he dictated a long letter to his sec- 
retary in answer to some very pointed 
questions of a constituent. When he 
had finished he asked, “What do you 
think of that reply?” 

The secretary thought hard for a mo- 
ment and then, in halting tones. an- 
swered, “To be entirely candid, sena- 
tor, it is difficult to gather exactly 
what you mean.”

admirable!” exclaimed 


Allison, with almost childish glee. 
“That's precisely the idea I wished to 
convey.”

Of Wollaston 
Yacht Club 
Kelipses All Others 


Ideal conditions were handed out 
to the Wollaston Yacht club on Satur- 
day by the clerk of the weather, on 
the occasion of its annual Ladies’ day 
This event was scheduled for two 
weeks ago but was postponed. But 
one thing was lacking to have made 
the weather perfect. That was a 
little more breeze. What wind there 
was came from the northwest and 
was of the streaky kind. One minute 
it would be almost a dead calm and 
the next a light sailing breeze. 

Owing to the late tide the review 
and sail did not take place until late 
in the afternoon. It was 4.45 before 
the warning gun was fired from the 
flagship Stranger. Fifteen minutes 
later a second gun announced that it 
was time for the fleet to pass in re- 
view. 

The flagship was gaily decorated 
with flags and had a party of Com- 
modore Dawes guests on board. These 
included Ex-Commodore A. L. 
Baker and William M. Chase. The 
first yacht to pass was the Cape Cat 
Busy Bee with Vice Commodore 
Coombs at the helm.

SPERRY LANDS AT AUCKLAND 


In Addresses 


Roosevelt Is Praised 


by Premier and Governor of South- 
err, Dominion==Commander of the 
American Fleet Says Interests of 
His Countny and Great Britain Are 


In Common#=A Profitable Cruise 
Auckland, N, Z., Aug. 10.—Cloudy 
weather greeted the landing today of 
Commuander-in-Chief Sperry of the 
United States Atlantic fleet and his of 
ficers to receive official welcome to 
Australian waters at the hands of 
Prime Minister Ward on behalf of the 
government. 

The landing was made at the foot 
of Queen street, the city’s principal 
thoroughfare, at the shore end of 
which an elaborately decorated stand 
had been erected for the reception. 
Grouped about the prime minister were 
the members of the cabinet and repre- 
sentatives of the various towns, bor- 
ough and country districts of the do- 
minion, It was a great reception and 
unbounded enthusinsm prevailed. 

In his address the premier eulogized 
President Roosevelt representing 
the best traditions of the common blood 
of civilization. He then presented to 
Admiral Sperry for President Roose- 
velt a decorated gold and silver album, 
suitably inscribed, as a souvenir of the 
visit of the American fleet to New Zea- 


as 


land. To Sperry was given a_ beau- 
tifully illuminated address of wel- 


come, enclosed in a handsome casket 
of wood with an inlaid cover having a 


design emblematic of New Zealand. 


Admiral Sperry, in replying to the 
prime minister, said that no greeting 
would appeal more strongly to Presi 


dent Roosevelt than that coming from 
a people small in number, but great fn 
achievements. The reception of the 
American fleet, fhe admiral continued, 
‘showed that the ties of bleod and 
friendship meant more than people un 
derstood. 

In his address of welcome on behalf 
of the citizens of New Zealand, Gov- 
ernor Plunket said that King Edward 
and President Roosevelt were honored 
pot because of their positions, but for 
the noble work they had done and were 
doing for their countries and for hu- 
manity. 

Admiral Sperry, in reply, 
the great work in the furtherance of 
the peace of the world that is being 
done by Great Britain and America 
and on the common interests of the two 
countries in the Pacific, which he de 
clared were growing in magnitude 
daily. He said the meeting of the Brit- 
ish and Atlantic fleet at Auckland 
made for the maintenance of the prin- 
ciple of The Hague peace conference 
and Anglo-Saxon interests. 

After the ceremonies of welcome by 
the government a procession was 
formed, the route being through Queen 
street to Drill hall, where Mayor Myers 
accorded: Sperry a civic welcome. An 
artistic souvenir portfollo was pre 
sented to the admiral. Queen street 
was lined by thousands of spectators, 
who enthusiastically cheered the 
American officers and men as the pro 
cession passed. 

In an interview Sperry said the 
crulse of the fleet from San Francisco 
had effected a great improvement in 
the active work of the men. The 
economy in coaling made possible 
trips hitherto not possible, and he could 
now steam from Honolulu to Sydney 
without coaling. The admiral added 
that splendid results had been at- 
tained In tactical work and gunnery 
during the crufse. . j

and the tender Yankton arrived 
today. 

Rear Admiral Sperry’s message to 
the people of Australia says: “Forty 
years ago I visited Australia and ear- 
ried away the most pleasant memories. 
The officers and men of the Atlantie 
fleet keenly-appreciate this exceptional 
opportunity for a better acquaintance 
with the people of New Zealand and 
Australia, to whom we feel we are 
closely related, and with whom we have 
many Interests in common,”

The Three Professors.

It used to take a good deal to sur- 
prise a town in the far west such as 
heyeune or Deadwood. One of these 
towns was surprised at the arrival of 
Professor Henry Thorn, botanist, Yale 
rollege, and ten days later by the com- 
ing of another professor, who regis- 
tered himself at the same hotel as 
“Professor Charles Witbeck, Criminot 
ogist, Harvard College.” For an hour 
or two his name on the register ex- 
cited some little comment. That was 
because those who read it didn’t know 
whether his profession related to claim 
jumping or railroad engineering. The 
landlord finally explained that a crim- 
{nologist was a fellow who had had to 
jump out of Texas for shooting a man 
and had arrived in Dakota to open a 
faro game and make a new start In 
life, ‘hat satisfied public curiosity 
and accounted for the professor stroll- 
ing around the town day and night. 
He also took in all the fine points and 
particulars. 

The two professers under one roof 
fought shy of each other for a couple 
of duys. Professors have their jeal- 
ousies as well as dime museum freaks, 
though greater efforts are made to con- 
ceal them. At length, however, they 
introduced themselves and shook 
hands and began to respect each other. 
Some,professors of botany can't be led 
to admit that there is anything inter- 
esting in anything but their own spe- 


cial hobby. So with professors of 
criminology. These two professors 
were different, however. They de- 


ferred to each other. They made ad- 
missions. They permitted each other 
to talk without interruption. 

The botanist held up a half withered 
violet that he bad culled on the prairie 
and delivered an interesting lecture on 
its roots and stem and petals, and the 
criminologist described the head and 
face of the criminal with such clear- 
ness that had there been an audience 
present none could have failed to se- 
cure a mental photograph. The points 
he made were, first, a slanting fore- 
head; second, a head that ran down- 
hill on the back side; third, the nar- 
row space between the eyes; fourth, 
a bulging over the eyebrows, and, fifth, 
a cruel expression about the.mouth. 
In addition to particularizing these 
points, he was goed enough to say that 
Professor Thorn didn't betray a single 
one of the characteristics. On the con- 
trary, an infant had only to take one 
look at him to know that he was as 
gentle and innocent as a woman. 

Professor Thorn couldn't do less than 
return the compliment. He returned 
it by saying that all flowers represent- 
ed human characters. For instance, 
the Canadian thistle represented a 
chuckle headed man, the burdock a 
man full of envy and jealousy, the pig- 
weed a weakminded person, the holly- 
hock a conceited ass, and on. 
What typified the character of Profess- 
or Witbeck was the lily. That stood 
for purity of soul and thought. A man 
that represented the lily was always 
subscribing to orphan asylums and 
buying up old horses to turn out to 
pasture for the rest of their lives. 
Just what the professors said of each 
other when alone fs a private matter. 
The first occasion they had to distrust 
each other was when they met at night 
in the vicinity of a clothing store. One 
of them had been examining the fas- 
tenings of a rear window and the other 
the fastening of a door. Professor 
Witbeck observed that he thought the 
study of botany required daylight, and 
Professor Thorn replied that he failed 
to see how the study of criminology 
could be pursued without the aid of a 
lantern. There was a second meeting 
on a second night, and from thence on 
the relations between the two great 
institutions of learning seemed to be 
strained. 

It was not to last long, however. 
One night after the botanist had spent 
n whole hour to effect an entrance to 
a store by way of a skylight and pho- 
tographer’s parlors {ft was to come 
upon the criminologist, who had got in 
by a door and was just preparing to 
bore the safe. By the aid of two dark 
lanterns and the English language 
some very sarcastic remarks were 
passed as to hypocrisy and false pre- 
tenses, and then they sensibly agreed 
to divide the labor and the boodle. 
They were working with this aim and 
object in view when a third party 
crept out from his hiding place and in- 
terfered. He began by handling his 
gun in a reckless manner and introduc- 
ing himself as Proféssor Twister of Co- 
lumbia college. He had been dis- 
patched to the great plains of the west 
to gather specimens of the bygone days 
when alligators thirty feet long and 
elephants twenty-four feet high used 
to paddle up and down the river and 
gambol o’er thé meadows green. He 
had finally found a couple of choice 
specimens, and he bade them come 
with him. They didn't want to, but 
they had to. «It was a late hour, but 
the enterprising and patriotic citizens 
Were ready to turn out and build a big 
bonfire and throw ropes over the limbs 
of trees. There wasn’t much to be said. 
There was no particular novelty in it 
for the crowd, and the two men stand- 
ing on the heads of barrels seemed to 
figure that they had better save their 
wind for the uphill journey. No one re- 
membered much about it next day, but 
now and then to this day some stranger 
reads the double épitaph on the head- 
board and {fs a bit curious:

Captain and Eight Men of a

STRUCK BY GERMAN WARSHIP 


Latter Saw Lights of Fisherman Tco

Survivors ot Crew ot Thirteen,

Halifax, Aug. 10.—The 
Mass., fishing schooner Maggie 
May, Captain Erick McCathran, 
run down and sunk by the 
schoolship Freya, Captain Haas, sixty 
miles southeast of Halifax, at 11:30 p. 
m. Ob Saturday, and McCathran aud 
eight of his crew were drowned. At 
the time of the collision a dense fog 
prevailed and the fishing 
quickly went to. the bottom.

The Maggie ang May was under sail, 
creeping along, when out of the mist 
the lookout on the warship sighted the 
vessel’s lights looming up. The war- 
ship was going about eight knots at the 
time, and the course of the ship) was 
altered as quickly as possible, but a 
collision could not be averted. With a 
fearful crash, the big steel prow of 
the Freya crashed into the side of the 
fishing vessel, cutting her almost’ in 
two. 

A wild scene followed as the parts 
of the schooner opened up, and the in 
rushing waters soon sent her to” her 
doom. Human beings, cut and bleed- 
ing. scrambled from their bunks only 
to drop inte the sea and be carried 


dewn with their craft. It is believed 
that many of the fishermen were in- 
stantly killed in their bunks, as few 


were seen struggling in the water after 
the collision 

As the warship backed off from the 
sinking craft the ship’s boats were 
launched and life lines were thrown to 
those men who were in the water. The 
Freya's boats picked up three of them, 
while the fourth man clung to the life 
line and was hauled aboard. The 
ship’s searchlights were kept in motion 
all the time, but only four men out of 
the thirteen that composed the crew of 
the Maggie and May were saved. 

There was quite a heavy run- 
uing at the time, and the work of res 
cue was attended with the greatest dif- 
ficulty. The majority of the schooner’s 
erew were in their bunks and they did 
not have the slightest chance for their 
lives. Several of them did reach the 
deck, but before they could make any 
point of safety the schooner careened 
over, the mast fell and many of them 
were carried under the big sails and 
there met their death. men 
never afterwards came to the surface. 

The Freya remained in the vicinity 
of the colliston until Sunday morning, 
but no bodies were found. The war 
ship was from Maderia for Halifax and 
the first known here of the disaster 
was when she steamed into the harbor 
last evening. The four survivors, Leo 
Farn, Silvian White, John Musie and 
William Musie, were landed this morn 
ing. 

The Freya was badly scraped for 
ward, but not damaged. The schooner 
was struck between fifteen and twenty 
feet from the bow and the impact was 
60 great that It was felt all over the 
warship. 

The Maggie and May registered 116 
tons, was built in 1891 in Essex, Mass.. 
and was owned by George Dennis. A 
marine Inquiry will be held as soon as 
possible.

OODSHED IN ALABAMA 


Three Deaths In Attack Upon Train- 
load ot Non-Union Men 

Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 10.—Three 
men were instantly killed and eleven 
injured, two of whom will probably 
cie, when striking miners fired into a 
passenger train on the Birmingham 
railroad at Blocton. The dead are Con- 
ductor Collins, Deputy Sheriff Dent and 
Willard Howell, a non-union winer. 

The train was a special, bearing non- 
union men to the Blocton mines under 
guard of soldiers and deputies. Run- 
ning through the outskirts of tbe -own 
at 2a. m., the engineer saw a log across 
fe track and at once a fusillade was 
tired into the train. The engineer did 
not stop, but let the cowcatcher throw 
the log from the track and put on full 
speed. 

The place where the attack was 
made was Ina cut, the ground being on 
a level with the lower part of the win- 
dows. The assailants behind the rocks 
above poured down a murderous fire di- 
rectly into the windows and at the en- 
gineer. Practically every window in 
the train was broken and shots struck 
all parts of the engine and cab. 

The train proceeded to Blocton and 
the dead and injured were returned to 
Birmingham. Dogs were burried to 
the scene and took trails through the 
woods directly to the union quarters. 
Fight negroes were arrested and other 
arrests are expected.

The effort for better farming should 
cease to stand alone and shoukl be ax 
companied by the effort for better busi 
hess and better living on the farm 

Agriculture is not the whole country 
life. The great rural) interests are hu 
man interests, and good erops are of 
little value to the farmer unless they 
epen the door to a good kind of life on 
tie farm. 

We hope ultimately to double the 
average yield of wheat and corn per 
acre; it will be a great achievement 
but it is even more important to double 
the desirability, comfort and standing 
of the farmer’s life. 

There is no more important person 
measured in influence upon the life of 
the nation, than the farmer's wife: no 
more important home than the coun 
try home, and it Is of national impert 
ance that we do the best we ean for 
both. 

I am anxfous to bring before the 
people of the United States the ques 
tion of securing better business and 
better living on the farm, whether by 
co-operation between farmers for buy 
jug, selling and borrowing; by promot 
ing road advantages and opportunities 
in the country: by any other legitimat 
means that will help to make country 
life more gainful, more attractive and 
fuller of opportunities, pleasures and 
rewards for the men, omen and chil 
dren of the farm.

The 94th birthday of Mrs. Emily 
P. Collins was quietly observed  to- 
day at the home of her granddaugh- 
ter, Mrs. Florence Peltier Pope of 
Newbury avenue, Atlantic. 

Mrs. Collins, aside from her splen- 
did attainments of a whole comple- 
ment of years, is a remarkable wo- 
in every way. She is a real 
Daughter of the Revolution, as her 
father enlisted from Connecticut as 
a drummer boy in Capt. Mill’s com- 
pany, of Col. Webb’s regiment. His 
service during these years is given 
in his pension papers. James Parn- 
ley was fifty-seven years old when 
Mrs. Collins was born, and being 
the youngest of six children was, of 
course, the pet. She grew up in the 
midst of books and histories and 
trom early chiJdhood was a lover of 
vital things.

NOTED LITERARY. 
WOMAN DEAD 


Mrs. Moulton’s Fame Was Not 
Confined to America 


Boston, Aug. 11.—Mrs. Louise Chand- 


ler Moulton, renowned on both sides 


of the Atlantic as a sonnet writer, and 
kuown especially for the innumerable 


children’s verses that have brightened 
maby a nursery, died at ber home at 
28 Rutland square, where she bad writ 
ten most of the works that have made 
her famous. 

For the last nine months Mrs. Mou! 
ton had been seriously ill with chronic 
Bright's disease, the cause of her 
death. Born iu Pomfret, Conn., April 
10, 1835, Mrs. Moulton began her first 
literary work even before she bad lef: 
school. This was a volume of short 
stories that was published at about the 
same time that a number of ber poems 
appeared in the best known maga- 
zines, 

For many years she wrote both prose 
and verse, her work appearing in most 
of the leading periodicals. She was 
married in 1855 to William U. Moulton, 
a publisher, who died in 1898. Besides 
her own works, she edited severs! 
works for others, but her reputation 
was won by her sonnets, which at- 
tracted world-wide attention. 

In 1876 Mrs. Moulton went abroad 
and remained away for several years, 
traveling over Europe gathering ma- 
terlal for the delightful travelogues in 
prose that are often seen in the hands 
of travelers today. While in London 
she became infimate with all the lead- 
ing writers of her time. Her poems 
were all well received by critics. 

Besides her poems her short stories 
and child tales won great credit. In 
her home at Rutland square Mrs. Moul- 
ton gathered around her a coterie of 
literary lights such as flourished in the 
salons of Paris and London.

Recent experiments have proved 
that ordinary torpedoes be 
stopped by these nets, and that in- 
stead of the explosive being set ff 
against the ship’s side, it really goes 
off when it strikes the nets and does 
little or no damage. From the ap- 
pearance of the torpedo nets, criss- 
crossed, as they are, they are called 
“Crinoline” in the British navy.

Some People Heard Pisto! Shots,

Methuen, Mass., Aug. 12.—A _ sys- 
tematic canvass of every house within 
three-quarters of a mile of the spot 
where Policemen Charles H. Emerson 
and Frank McDermott were killed Sat- 
urday night was made yesterday by 
the local and state police in an effort 
to cast somt light upon the crime, and 
arrests were made and fruitless clews 
followed day and night without any 
tangible result. 

The inquiries at houses near the fa- 
ta! peat meadow brought out no hew 
fucts. Some of the people claim that 
they heard pistol shots Saturday night, 
but they made no investigation No 
facts could be found to place suspicion 
upon anybody. 

Although the day was negative in its 
results, nothing occurred to shake the 
theory that is steadily gaining ground 
that the shooting was dene by the same 
baud that terrorized the Jamaica Plain 
district of Boston in July. 

Two men, giving their 
Thomas and Henry Craigan of Provi- 
dence, were taken into custody on the 
North Lowell road during the day and 
questioned concerning their knowledge 
of the murders, but their 
fied the police and the men were re- 
leased. 

A heavily armed posse was sent out 
on the trail of four suspicious looking 
men seen by street car conductors, but 
the officers were obliged to come back 
empty-handed. Former Chief of Po

Thus far the only articles of possible 
value picked up by the officers neuxr 
the scene of the crime are 4a 
black cap, a gray coat, torn across the 
back and bearing the trademark of a 
Lowell clothizg houSe, a blood-stained 
rock and a revolver beivuging to one 
of the murdered officers. 

It has been learned that the officers 
were killed by bullets from automatic 
revolvers, but these shreds of evidence 
have been insufficient for the police to 
weave a fabric, even of suspicion, 
against the unknown criminals. As in 
the case of the Jamaica Plain shooting, 
the police are at a standstill.

A Communication 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


When I look into the eloquent eyes 
of our sensitive Scotch Collie or meet 
the friendly brown eyes of our little 
Boston Terrier, it seems imperative 
that their message be told for them. 
Then, I wish for a syndicate of 
papers or the bill boards of the sec- 
tion to reach a greater number of 
people. The dogs deserve to be 
heard. They are ready at any in- 
stant to give their lives for us, shall 
we not speak a word to save the use- 
less sacrifice of their lives? 

Hydrophobia is a dread disease 
and while it occurs far more rarely 
than the papers would make us be- 
lieve, there should not be a 
instance, if it can be 
cautionary measures. Personally, 
my childhood’s dreams were often 
disturbed by the mad dog appearance 
and at all times I would go into any

proached. Hence it is not without 
appreciation of the public fear, that 
this is written, but to urge that more 
intelligent thought be given, 

At times I have had birds and ani- 
mals to find homes for and it has 
been extremely difficult to discover 
those who knew how and were will- 
ing to give homes to these creatures. 
At first, it is a novelty and the ani- 
mals are over petted and then it be- 
comes tiresome and they have but 
the spare bits of time at their owners 
disposal. Each auimal that is added 
to the home is an added responsibil- 
ity. It must be studied carefully and 
its likes and needs ministered to. 
ood must be bought for it and given 
regularly. The animal may like the 
scraps from the table, but this varies 
in quantity and quality and the ap- 
petite must be satisfied regularly 
with proper food. Not infrequently, 
have I heard the owner of an animal 
Say to the teasing cat or dog, as he 
rose from the table, after a substan- 
tial meal, “Don’t tease me, I haven't 
anything for you.” It is not safe to 


rely upon the maid or man of all 
work, hurrying to finish the day’s 
duties to have freedom for street 


car, sidewalk or store, or to trust the 
children who rush from table to 
play. Careful adult attention must 
be given. The caged bird, the re- 
stricted animal has a pitiful life at 
best, let us make it as easy as pos- 
sible for them, 

But more than food, water is a 
necessity. Most animals bathe fre- 
quently or must be washed. This 
cannot be neglected, yet this plea is 
particularly for fresh dringing water, 
always at hand, We have had water 
for our animals always within their 
reach, but until water stood contin- 
ually in great pails for the cows, we 
failed to realize how often and how 
much water, cats and dogs drink. 
We who patronize soda _ fountains, 
during hot days and seem to have a 
never-satisfied thirst should appreci- 
ate the animal, who finds nowhere, 
in dry weather, not even in puddles, 
a drop of water for his need. When 
water is frozen, everywhere in win- 
ter and snow is eaten only to in- 
crease thirst, the dogs need, if pos- 
sible is even greater. It is fiendish 
to permit this cruelty to animals. 

When aman commits a misde- 
meanor, all men are not imprisoned. 
but when a dog does an injury, all 
his kind suffer. Dogs must be tied 
or shot. At a rope’s end for ninety 
days! Think of it! At first, the 
family feel his position and _ visit 
him, pet him and give him extra 
care, soon it becomes tiresome and 
dogs waits through the hours, the 
days, the weeks, loses his wonderful 
patience and becomes ugly and 
dangerous. Sometimes he gains his 
freedom and then he is collarless 
and unknown and a victim of fear- 
ful fate. Boys pursue him with 
stones. He is shot at and finally 
dies ignominiously. 

So long as owners will not care for 
their animals, the police must en- 
force laws made for public protec- 
tion, but even they need to use dis- 
cretion. More than once, since this 
law went into effect I have seen a 
dog far from home, collarless, that 
I recognized and knew had escaped 
the rope with which he is kept tied. 
If a dog must be tied, it should be 
done securely and mercifully, seeing 
that shade and water is always 
within reach and that the running 
range is as large as possible. 

Many dogs are better dead, than 
alive as slaves of unthinking and 
hence cruel masters, but the value of 
a good dog, particularly to a poor 
man is beyond expression in dol- 
lars. The owner of a dog should be 
acquainted with his whereabouts at 
all times. No one should lose a dog, 
yet lest the dog escape the most 
watchful care, his owner’s name and 
address, plainly marked on his col- 
lar should be with him always. The 
license number is very important, 
because the city or town where he is 


licensed can often trace the owner, . 


if he has changed his residence. 

This will be read by so few and 
heeded by so few of those who read, 
that it seems almost useless, but it 


is the interpreted message of the |

ALLEGED ABUSE OF POWER 


Claim That Cannon Has Prevented a 


Vote on Interstate Liquor Shipment 
Bill Pigeon-Ho'ed== 


Men Friendly to Measure Should 


by Having It 


Be Elected Through Efforts of the 


Christain Voters of the Country 


Baltimore, Aug. 13.—The Methodist 


Quiacy 15-3 Episcopal church has begun an active 


vrusade for the election of a speaker 
“who will allow congress to yote on 
the ‘interstate liquor shipment bill.’ ” 

The church, which has over three 
millions of communicants, has created 
the Temperance Society of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, with authority 
the denomination in ali 
temperance matters. This society is 
managed by a board Composed of a 
bishop and fifteen members, named by 
the bishop and elected by the late gen- 
eral conference. 

The board of managers has organized 
and directed its chairman to take steps 
to begin an active campaign. An offi- 
cial address has been issued to all mem- 
bers of the denomination, asking their 


to represent 


co-operation. 

The “shipment bill,” which has been 
pending in congress for at least five 
years, does not seek to impose prohibl- 
tion upon any locality, but provides 
that Mquor shipped from one state to 
another shall immediately upon cross- 
ing the boundary 
the laws of the state into which it is 
consigned. 

“The speaker of the national house 
of representatives,” says the addre’s, 
“absolutely controls its procedure. He 
is opposed to this legislation. He has 
used the power of his office to hold it 
in the judiciary committee appointed 
by him, on the alleged ground that it is 
unconstitutional. 

“Our church, by action of the recent 
general conference, insists that  con- 
gressional doubt as to the constitution- 
ality of such legislation be resolved 
in the interests of the people and the 
public morals, and that general con- 
ference unanimously adopted the report 
of Governor Hanley’s special commit- 
tee appointed to wait upon Speaker 
Cannon, which closed with the words: 
‘We submit to our people and to all 
gcod citizens the wisdom of electing 
men as members of congress who be- 
lieve in its validity and who are will- 
ing to enact it.’ 

“At least one member of the house 
judiciary committee has been defeated 
for the nomination on his record on 
this question, and we believe the time 
has come when our people who want to 
help secure this legislation must sup- 
port for congress candidates who will 
not only vote for this measure if they 
get a chance, but will themselves sup- 
port for speaker a man who will allow 
it to be voted upon, and that its passage 
is improbable until Christian voters 
recognize this situation and cast their 
ballots accordingly.”

ANCIENT RITES 


Maori Tribesmen Entertain Of- 
_ ficers of Battleship Fleet 


Auckland, N. Z., Aug. 13.—Wonder- 
ful siglits were seen by Rear Admiral 
Sperry and the contingent of officers 
of the American fleet who spent today 


at Rotorua and adjacent points in the 
Thermal district as the guests of Prime 
Minister Ward and a delegation of mem- 
bers of parliament. 

Besides attending the ceremonies in- 
cident to the opening of the new gov- 
ernment bathhouse and receiving a 
hearty welcome at the hands of a great 
assemblage of Maori tribesmen, an op- 
portunity was afforded the Americans 
tu visit many of the strange freaks of 
nature in the neighborhood—great and 
small geysers, the roaring steam pit at 
Tikitere and the multi-colored lakes of 
hot, cold and temperate waters. 

After the ceremonies of inaugurating 
the new bath had completed, 
the Maoris in large numbers, dressed 
in their wierd costumes, greeted the 
American admiral and his officers. At 
first the chief of the tribesmen, ac- 
cording to ancient rites, challenged the 
visitors, desiring to know whether 
they came in peace or in war. Having 
received assurance that the mission 
was a peaceful one, the air resounded 
with the yells of the tribesmen, and 
there was a stamping of frenzied feet 
in the war dunces and the hakka 
dances. The Americans greatly en- 
joyed the wierd scene. 

Admira! Sperry thanked the Maori 
chief for the welcome of the tribes- 
men and for the entertainment they had 


been 


afforded himself and his officers. The 
chief made a felicitous reply in the 
course of which he remarked: “We 


sent our warriors to meet you, as you 


are all warriors—seafaring men. Had 
you been ordinary people we would 
have sent the women first.” 

The Maoris presented Sperry and 


the American officers with many price- 
less tribal heirlooms, 


Great Britain Won't Meddle 
London, Aug. 13.—It has been defi- 
nitely decided that Great Britain can- 
not intervene in the dispute between 
the Venezuela salt and match monopo- 
lies, two English corporations, and the 
Venezuelan government.

Third Fatal Accident on Couronne 
Results In Six Deaths 

Toulon, Aug. 13.—Six persons were 
killed and eighteen injured in a gun ex- 
plosion aboard the gunnery schoolship 
et ee, bee 

rred while a pumber 
of recruits were reveiving instructions 
In handling a 164-milimetre gun, the 
breech of which blew out. Three of 
those wounded are in a desperate con- 
dition. 

The shell had hardly been pushed 
home when it exploded with tremendous 
force. Sheets of flame darted back- 
ward from the gun and those standing 
hearby were hurled to the deak. Sev- 
eral of the new men were terribly muti- 
lated. Two were permanently blinded 
and the limbs of others had to be ampu- 
tated immediately they arrived at the 
hospital. All the occupants of the tur- 
ret were more or less injured. 

This is the third fatal accident to oc- 
cur on board the Couronne within the 
past sixteen months, all of which were 
due to the blowing off of breechblocks. 
Ip the first, April 19, 1907, three men 
Were killed and several injured, and 
on Aug. 2 of the same year three men 
of the crew of a four-inch gun were 
killed and five were wounded. 

All the accidents occurred off 
Salina D’Hyeres, where is situated the 
French artillery school. The Couronne 
is an old vessel, having been laid down 
in 1861, but new bollers were installed 
in IS9S. Her armament of 
thirty-four guus of various sizes and 
her complement is 622 men.

MURDERERS 
NOT YET FOUND 


No New Light on the Kiting 
of Methuen Policemen 


FOUR MEN ARE DETAINED 


Are Said to Be Members of ‘‘Arling- 
ton Mills Gang’’ Who Have Re- 
cently Been Missing==Peter Plaude, 
Alleged Member of Jamaica Plain 
Gang of Bandits, Known to Have 


Been In Lawrence a Few Days Ago 


Methuen, Mass., Aug. 13.—No deti- 
hite clews have developed from the in- 
vestigation by the local and state po- 
lice of the murders of Officers Emer- 
son and McDermott last Sunday morn 
ing. Many rumors which came 


headquarters were followed up, but all 
proved to be apparently useless, as far 
as indicating the whereabouts of the 
murderous gang was concerned. 

Some berry-pickers told of finding a 
pair of shoes and stockings in the 
woods, and a mau and woman told of 
seeing a barefooted man lying asleep 
beside a country road last Sunduy. 
The information did not seem import 
ant to the police, but like everything 
mse which may have a possible bear- 
ing on the solution of the mystery, it is 
being investigated, 

Both the state police and the Methuen 
otlicers say that nothing new has devel- 
oped. State Officer Barrett came here 
last evening to take part in the investi- 
gation. He is the third member of the 
state police who has gone to work on 
tle case here. 

Late yesterday afternoon the Meth- 
uen selectnen met and voted to offer a 
reward of $500 for the apprehension of 
the murderers. No other rewards have 
been offered or will be offered, as far 
as the selectmen are informed. 

The state police last night examined 


Joseph Devine, a Lawrence man, who/ until and including 10.50 P. M, 


was thought might be able to throw 
some light on the Methuen murder 
mystery. Devine was detained at the 
Lawrence police station and will be 
further questioned. He is sald to be a 
member of the “Arlington mills gang,” 
so-called, according to the police. 
Word was received from South Acton 
that three men had been detained there 
for examination and that one of these 
wus also known as one of the “Arling- 
ton mills gang.” The three will be held 
until they can be questioned by state 
officers. 
Officers from Lawrence and this town 
searched all day for members of the 
Arlington mills gang of Lawrence. 
They are very desirous of questioning 
the men relative to the murder of Me- 
Dermott and_Emerson, 
While the police do not say or infer 
that the Arlington mills men had any- 
thing to do with the killing of the offi- 
cers, they do say that there have been 
many Strange men seen with the gang 
in the past week and they have all been 
missing since last Saturday. 
The developments in the case now 
lead the officers to believe almost con- 
clusively that the murders were com 
mitted by either members of the Ja- 
maica Plain gang or by the’ bandits 
who terrorized Woburn. 
There is uo question but that Peter 
Plaude, the alleged member of the Ja 
maica Plain gang, who is now missing 
has been in Lawrence. He called at 
the home of a friend and secured the 
loan of a certain sum of money. He 
stated at this visit that he was going 
west with some friends. Whether or 
not he carried this plan into effect is 
only a matter of conjecture. 
Louis Applebaum, a well known real 
estate dealer, furnished the police with 
the information that Plaude was near 
the scene of the double murder on Sat- 
urday, and he has identified a photo- 
graph of the suspect as the man he met 
while making collections in the  for- 
eign colony the day of the crime. Ac- 
cording to Applebaum’s story the 
Plaude suspect had his arm done up in 
a sling and appeared lost.

system of levees, the artificial banks | 


built to confine the flood waters that 
pour into the Mississippi, no doubt 
Imagine that the heavy rains are the 
mly enemy with which the levees have 
to contend,” said a Baton Rouge man. 
“On the contrary, the levees, both 
during times of flood and low water, 


are subject to the incessant attacks of | 


living foes, the destructive work of 
Which costs millions of dollars. These 


foes are alligators, turtles, muskrats, 
field rats, fresh water terrapin and 
crawfish. Of all these burrowers that 
prey on the levees, excavating within 
them goodly chambers or tunnels, the 


crawfish do the most damagef with the 


turtles and terrapins a good second. 
The harm done by the alligators is 
comparatively small. 

“In repairing the banks crawfish 


holes are often found of immense size. 


It is these hollow spaces that in time | 


of freshets cause a caving in and break 
of the levees, 
on an inundation of all the adjacent 
country. The worst part of the busi- 
hess is that no way of exterminating 
these pests has yet been found, and 
the only thing to be done is to try to 
keep them away from the banks as

MISLEADING NAMES. 


Ternts In Science That Belie the Prod- 
ucts to Which They Apply. 

There terms in certain depart- 
ments ol that positively mis- 
name the products to which they are 
applied. 

The word “oil” in its more compre- 
hensive and indiscriminate uses is 
made to include hydrocarbons, like pe- 
troleum, and also many other sub- 
stances that Save an oily appearance, 
like “oil of vitriol,” which is not oil at 
all, but sulphuric acid. 

Strictly speaking, the mineral oils, 
including all petroleum products, are 
not oil, although we speak of “coal 
oll” and “kerosene oil.” 

The best classifications of oils do not 
include mineral hydrocarbons, like 
naphtha, paraflin and petroleum, but 
treat only the two well defined groups 
—fixed oils and fats and the essential 
or volatile oils. 

“Coppems” is not copper, but sul- 
phate of iron. “Salt of lemon” has 
nothing to do with the fruit of the 
lemon tree, but is potassium binoxalate 
or potash treated with oxalic acid. 

“Carbolic acid” is not an acid, but a 
phenol. In structure it is allied to the 
alcohols and has only slight acid prop- 


ure

erties. “Soda water” has no trace of 
soda. “Sulphuric acid’ contains no 
sulphur. “Sugar of lead” is innocent 


of sugar. 

“Cream of tartar” has nothing to do 
with cream nor “milk of Hime” with 
milk. “German silver’ is a stranger 
to silver, and “black lead” is not lead 
at all, but graphite. “Mosaic gold’ is 
a sulphide of tin. 

These misleading names have come 
down from the vocabulary of an early 
and inexact chemistry. As popular 
science extends the old terms are 
yielding to the more scientific nomen- 
clature. 


JOKED HIMSELF IN. 


How “Private” John Allen Got Himself 
Elected to Congress. 

Here is Champ Clark's defense of 
humor, if it needs one: 

“The dry-as-dusts solemnly assev- 
erate that humor never did any good. 
Now, let’s see. How did ‘Private’ John 
Allen of Mississippi get to congress? 
Joked himself in. One bit of humor 
sent him to Washington, a national 
lawmaker, Opposing him for the con- 
gressional nomination was the Confed- 
erate General Tucker.

Now, then, fellow citizens, 
all you who were generals and had 
privates to stand over you while you 
slept vote for General Tucker, and all 
of you who were privates and stood 
guard over the generals while they 
slept vote for Private John Allen.’ 
The people caught on, took John at 
his word and sent him to congress, 
where he stayed until the world was 
filled with his renown.”

servance of Historic Debates Be- 
tween the Two Intellectual Giants. 
Old Campaign Songs to Be Sung. 


From now on and continuing until 
the middle of October Illinois will live 
over again the days of the historic Lin- 
coln-Douglas debates, It is the golden 
anniversary of the celebrated contro- 
versy, aud the Illinois Historical so- 
ciety has planned celebrations in each 
of the cities where the debates were 
held. These places are: 

Ottawa, Aug. 21. 

Freeport, Aug. 27. 

Jonesboro, Sept. 15. 

Charleston, Sept. 18. 

Galesburg, Oct. 7. 

Quincy, Oct. 13. 

Alton, Oct. 18. 


There were but seven of these noted 
debates, all occurring in 1858. In 
Quiney, Ill, where the political giants 
pleaded their cause, a granite stone 
marks the spot, says a Quincy special 
dispatch to the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 


erat. For ages this stone has rested 
in a ravine in Melrose township, 
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Adams county, about six miles south- 
east of Quincy. It is fifty-three inches 
thick, sixty inches wide and seventy 
inches long. It weighs about six tons. 

On the evening of the first day of 
the year 1906, a most desolate night, 
when a cold, wintry rain was falling 
in torrents, men and horses by violent 
exertions splashed their way through 
halfe frozen mire and deposited the 
granite bowlder in the southeast cor- 
ner of Washington square, Quincy. 
About one-third of the bowlder was 
submerged below the surface of the 
earth. Later on the committee, con- 
sisting of Dr. J. B. Shawgo, Dr. Jo- 
seph Robbins and George M, James, 
acting for the Historical society of 
Quincy, had the legend, “ 
Douglas Debate, Oct. 13, 18 
eled on the top of the bowlder. 

In two other places outside of Quincy 
a granite bowlder has been selected as 
a marker in commemoration of the de- 
bates which, by reason of the national 
principle they involved and the mag- 
nificent intellects of the debaters, are 
of such enduring memory to the Amer- 
ican people as to make granite a pecul- 
jarly appropriate material for a me- 
morial. 

The historical value of the debates 
has also been brought to the direct at- 
tention of the rising population by} 
means of a forty page pamphlet pre- 
pared by a committee from the advi- 
sory commission to the board of direct- 
ors of the Illinois state historical libra- 
ry. The pamphlet has been issued by} 
F. G.’ Blair, state superintendent of| 
public instruction. The object of the; 
pamphlet is to furnish material for) 
programmes for the schools of the; 
state at the time of the anniversary | 
celebrations this summer and fall and 
also to provide material for the pupils 
for essays in connectiop with the cele- 
bration or fin token of the debates. 

One of the leading features of the} 
anniversary celebration at Ottawa, 
where the original debate took place 
Aug. 21, the first of the series,’ will be| 
the marking of the site where the de- 
bate was held by means of a huge 
granite bowlder. The speakers will be 
William E. Mason, George Edmund 
Foss, J. Hamilton Lewis and Samuel} 
Alschuler. The programme will in- 
clude civie and military parades, his- 
torical floats and a special chorus of 
several hundred voices. 

The speakers at the Freeport celebra- 
tion will be Senator Dolliver, Colonel | 
W. T. Davidson and Frank O. Lowden 
There will be a parade and a home- 
coming celebration. The site of the 
debate is marked by a granite bowlder, 
placed there by the Freeport Women’s 
club and dedicated by President Roose- 
velt in 1905. It was at Freeport that 
Lincoln submitted his famous question 
No. 2 to Douglas—namely: 

Can the people of a United States ter- 
ritory in any lawful way, agninst the] 
wishes of any citizen of the United States, 
exclude slavery from its limits prior to 
the formation of a state constitution? 

To which Douglas replied: 

It matters not what the supreme court} 
may hereafter decide as to the abstract 
question whether slavery may or may not, 
&o into a territory under the constitution. | 
The people have the lawful means to in- | 
troduce or exclude it, as they please, for 
the reason that slavery cannot exist a 
day or an hour anywhere unless Jt. is} 
supported by local police regulations. 

At Jonesboro, where the debate was 
held Sept. 15, on the fair grounds, ar- 
rangements are being made for a suit-} 
able celebration of the event. Most of! 
those who beard the debate at Jones- 
boro were partisans of Douglas and! 
Breckinridge. 

At Charleston, the county seat of 
Coles county, the debate took place on! 
Sept. 18, and, while the programme has. 
not been announced as yet, the anni-! 
versary will be fittingly celebrated. At! 
Galesburg Oct. 7 has several times in 
recent years been celebrated, and the! 
anniversary will be observed this fall 
more elaborately than ever. The de- 
bate at Galesburg took place in front 
of Knox college, and the building is 
adorned by a Lincoln-Douglas me- 
morial tablet which was unveiled at! 
the celebration in 1896. 

The programme for the anniversary 
celebration at Quincy Oct. 13 is yet in 
a formative stage, but a distinct orgart- 
ization has been formed for the pur- 
pose of arranging for the celebration| 
and is hard at work. The name of the 
association is the Lincoln-Douglas 
Semicentennial society. 

The list of orators is not yet com- 
pleted. One speaker will deliver the 
Lincoln address and another the Doug: 


. 


las address. Judge George Edmtinds 
of Carthage, Hancock county, Ill, ao 
intimate friend of Douglas and Lin- 
coln, will speak on “Personal Reminis+ 
cences of Lincoln.” Judge Edmunds 
is now in his eighty-seventh year. Ww. 
H. Collins delivers the opening ad- 
dress. A feature of the musical pro- 
gramme will be singing of 1858 cam- 
paign songs and fife and drum music 
by a contingent of the civil war mu- 
sicians. Invitations will be sent out to 
all persons known to have attended 
the debate and for whom special seats 
will be reserved. 

It is the intention of the society to 
reproduce as far as possible the varl- 
ous public features of the original de- 
bate, which would include processions, 
typical banners and special illuwina- 
tions at night. Quite a uumber who 
attended the debate survive, and some 
still reside in Quincey. Z 

The last of the seven debates ve- 
tween the intellectual giants occurred 
Oct. 15 at Alton. The speaker’s stand 
was op the east side of what was then 
the new city hall, which is still stand. 
ing and used for the same purposes. 
The programme at Alton for the anni- 
versary celebration will .include a 
homecoming feature, beginning on the 
14th and ending the 16th.

Plan Proposed to Decide on Okla- 
homa’s Official Lyric. 


PRIZE TO BE COMPETED FOR. 


Colonel Sidney Suggs Suggests Com 
posers Be Invited to Sing Before the 
Legisiature—Question of State Flow- 
er Also to Be Settled—Alfalfa, Mis- 
tletoe and Goldenrod Suggested. 


If the next Oklahoma legislature. 
convening early in January of the com- 
ing year, does not pull off a singing 

match to decide upon the song to be 
adopted as the official air of the state. 
it will not be the fault of Colonel Sid- 
ney Suggs of Ardmore, editor-owner of 
the Daily Ardmorite, an enthusiast in 
good road building and carrier of near 
ly 300 pounds of flesh. In a letter writ 
ten recently to Governor Charles N 
Haskell, Colonel Suggs says: 

“I believe that the time has arrived 
in the history of the new state to select 
a patriotic song for Oklahoma. I would 
suggest that you notify the musicians 
of the state that such a song is desired 
and have the words selected from the 
constitution and set to some new air 
4nd then call upon the musicians of the 
state to compete for a prize.” 

It was further suggested by Colonel 
Suggs in this letter that during the 
next session of the legislature all the 
competitors come to Guthrie and sing 
their songs before a musical committee 
empowered to pass upon the quality of 
the music and the general tone of the 
poetry, says a Guthrie (Okla.) dispatch 
to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Then 
he would have a law enacted adopting 
the song selected as the official song of 
the state. 

This would not be the first contest 
of its kind in an official Oklahoma as- 
semblage. While the constitutional 
convention was in session Jate in 1906 
the matter of selecting a reading clerk 
came up, and the delegates voted to 
have the various candidates read be- 
fore the convention and to select the 
best reader. Five aspirants mounted 
the platform and read selections given 
to them. The place was won by Bob 
Williams, a newspaper man of Altus. 


In connection with Colonel Suggs’ 
idea, it is contended by U. S. Russell, 


chairman of the executive committee 
of the Democratic State Press asso- 
ciation, that the state’s official song 
has already been adopted. Mr. Rus- 
Sell, a2 newspaper man, was present 
when the constitutional convention 
held its initial session. While the del- 
egates were gathering the representa- 
tives of the press, together with nu- 
merous political hangers on who were 
awaiting the parceling out of the jobs, 
began singing, “How Dry I Am!” and 
it continued until the convention was 
officially opened. 

State wide prohibition was then un- 
known. It was pretty generally be- 
lieved, however, that the convention 
would incorporate it in the constitu- 
tion, and the song as given by the re- 
porters and politicians was considered 


appropriate. It is contended that it is 
even more appropriate now after nine 
months of prohibition. Mr. Russell be- 
lieves, therefore, that this should be 
considered the state’s official song. The 
first verse and, in fact, the other nine 

ty-nine verses of the song are:

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ANTI BLACK HAND SOCIETY. 


Honest Italian-Americans Unite 
Combat Blackmailers and Slayers. 
Believing that the Black Hand evil 

can be fought better by the bonest 
Italian element than by the police 
force, a number of Italian citizens and 
societies in New York began prepara- 
tions the other day for the organiza- 
tion of a society whose sole purpose 
shall be to combat the dread blgck- 
mailers and murderers. 

A substantial fund is to be raised— 
probably $100,000, it was said—to es 
tablish some system of stopping the 
outrages and protecting law abiding 
Italians, whether rich or poor. A com 
mittee of fifty prominent men was ap 
pointed to look into ways and meansof 
getting to work, and it is expected that 
within a few weeks the anti Black 
Hand society will have a membersbip 
of thousands. 

A meeting was held at the office of 


te 


Gerardo Luisi at 87 Nassau street. § 
was not publicly announced, nor were 


the names of those present made pu 
lie afterward.

After the temporary organizatior 
was effected it was decided that not 
only would the new society try to pre 
vent the Black Hand outrages, but it 
would also relieve the sufferings ané 
in a bnsiness way those whe 
meet with personal or business dam 
age from the blackmailers in the fo- 
ture. 

While this feature was not annonne 
ed, it was said that a great system ot 
espionage would be inaugurated. Hon- 
est Italians will be emyloyed as de- 
tectives. They will learu of prospec- 
tive bomb throwings or attempts at 
money levying and will be ready for 
the murderers and blackmailers when 
they attempt to carry out their threats. 

The new society purposes to work 
entirely independently of the police. 
There is a force of Italian detectives 
at headquarters in New York, but it is 
said their efforts are practically use- 
less because their number is small 
and every Black Hand member in town 
knows them whenever he sees one of

shadowing issue which manifests ftselt 
in dll the questions now under discus- 
sion, is “Shall the people rule?” Nec 
matter which way we turn; no matter 
to what subject we address ourselves 
the same question confronts us: Shall 
the people control their own govern 
ment, and use that government for the 
protection of their rights and for the 
promotion of their welfare? or shall 
the representatives of predatory wealth 
prey upon a defenseless public, while 
the offenders secure immunity from 
subservient officials whom they raise 
to power by unscrupulous methods? 
This is the issue raised by the “known 
abuses” to which Mr. Taft refers. 


Indictment Against the 
Party. 

In a message sent to congress last 
January, President Roosevelt said 
“The attacks by these great corpora 
tions on the administration’s actions 
have been given a wide circulatior 
throughout the country, in the news: 
papers and otherwise, by those writers 
and speakers who, consciously or un 
consciously, act as the representatives 
of predatory wealth—of the wealth ac 
cumulated on a giant scale by all forms 
of iniquity, ranging from the oppres- 
sion of wage earners to unfair and un 
wholesome methods of crushing out 
competition, and to defrauding the 
public by stock-jobbing and the manip 
ulation of securities. Certain wealthy 
men of this stamp, whose conduct 
should be abborrent to every man of 
ordinarily decent conscience, and wh«c 
commit the hideous wrong of teaching 
our young men that phenomenal busi 
ness success must ordinarily be based 
on dishonesty, have, during the last 
few months, made it apparent that 
they have banded together to work for 
a re-action. Their endeavor is t 
overthrow and discredit all who hon 
estly administer the law, to prevent 
any additional legislation which would 
check and restrain them, and to secure 
if possible, a freedom from all re 
straint which will permit every un 
scrupulous wrong-doer to do what he 
wishes unchecked, provided he has 
enough money.”—What an arraignment 
of the predatory interests! 

Is the president’s indictment true’ 
And, if true, against whom was the 
indictment directed? Not against the 
Democratic party. 

Mr. Taft Endorses the Indictment. 

Mr. Taft says that these evils have 
crept in during the last ten years. He 
declares that, during this time, some 
“prominent and influential members 
of the community, spurred by financia! 
success and in their hurry for greater 
wealth, became unmindful of the com 
mon rules of business honesty and 
fidelity, and of the limitations imposed 
by law upon their actions!” and that 
“the revelations of the breaches of 
trusts, the disclosures as to rebates 
and discriminations by railroads, the 
accumulating evidence of the viola 
tions of the anti-trust laws, by a num 
ber of corporations, and the over-issue 
of stocks and bonds of interstate rall- 
roads for the unlawful enriching of di 
rectors and for the purpose of concen 
trating the control of the railroads un- 
der one management,’’—all these, he 
charges, “quickened the conscience of 
the people and brought on a moral 
awakening.”

Why No Anti-trust Legislation? 

A few years ago the Republican lead- 
ers in the house of representatives 
were coerced by public opinion into 
the support of an anti-trust law which 
had the endorsement of the president, 
but the senate refused even to con- 
sider the measure, and since that time 
no effort has been made by the domi- 
nant party to secure remedial legisla- 
tion upon this subject. 

Why No Railroad Legislation? 

For ten years the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has been asking for 
an enlargement of its powers, that it 
might prevent rebates and discrimina- 
tions, but a Republican senate and a 
Republican house of representatives 
were unmoved by its entreaties. In 
1900 the Republican national conven- 
tion was urged to endorse the demand 
for railway legislation, but its platform 
was silent on the subject. Even in 
1904 the convention gave no pledge to 
remedy these abuses. When the presi- 
dent finally asked for legislation he 
drew his inspiration from three Demo- 
cratic national platforms and he re- 
ceived more cordial support from the 
Democrats than from the Republicans. 
The Republicans in the senate deliber- 
ately defeated several amendments of- 
ferred by Senator La Follette and sup- 
ported by the Democrats—amendments 
embodying legislation asked by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, One 
of these amendments authorized the 
ascertainment of the value of rail- 
roads. This amendment was not only 
defeated by the senate, but it was over- 
whelmingly rejected by the recent Re- 
publican national convention, and the 
Republican candidate has sought to res- 
cue his party from the disastrous re- 
sults of this act by expressing him- 
self, in a qualified way, in favor of 
ascertaining the value of the railroads. 


Over-issue of Stocks and Bonds. 

Mr. Taft complains of the over-issue 
of stocks and bonds of railroads, “for 
the unlawful euriching of directors 
and for the purpose of concentrating 
the control of the railroads under one 
management,” and the complaint is 
well founded, But, with a president to 
point out the evil, and a Republican 
congress to correct it, we find nothing 
done for the protection of the public. 
Why? My honorable opponent has, by 
his confession, relieved me of the ne- 
cessity of furnishing proof; he admits 
the condition and he can not avoid the 
logical conclusion that must be drawn 
from the admission. There is no doubt 
whatever that a large majority of the 
voters of the Republican party recog- 
nize the deplorable situation which Mr. 
Taft describes; they recognize that the 
masses have had but little influence 
upon legislation or upon the ad- 
ministration of the government, and 
they are beginning to understand 
the cause. For a generation the Re- 
publican party has drawn its cam- 
paign funds from the beneficiaries of 
special legislation. Privileges have 
been pledged and granted in return for 
money contributed to debauch elec- 
tions. What can be expected when of- 
ficial authority is turned over to the 
representatives of those who first fur- 
nish the sinews of war and then reim- 
burse themselves out of the pockets of 
the taxpayers? 

Fasting In Wilderness Necessary.

The Gateway to Other Reforms. 

“Shall the people rule?” Every 


remedial measure of a national char- 
acter must run the gauntlet of the 


senate. The president may personally 
incline toward a reform; the house 
may consent to it; but as long as the 


senate obstructs the reform, the peo- 
ple must wait. The president may 
heed a popular demand; the house may 
yield to public opinion; but as long as 
the senate is defiant, the rule of the 
people is defeated. The Democratic 
platform very properly describes the 
popular election of senators as “the 
gateway to other national reforms.” 
Shall we open the gate, or shall we 
allow the exploiting interests to bar 
the way by the control of this branch 
of the federal legislature? Through 
a Democratic victory, and through a 
Democratic victory only, can the peo- 
ple secure the popular election of sen- 
ators. The smaller parties are unable 
to secure this reform; the Republican 
party, under its present leadership, 

resolutely opposed to it; the Democratic 
party stands for it and has boldly de- 
manded it.

FOOD FOR CANNIBALS. 


One of the Many Tragedies Enacted In 
Polynesia. 

It is not so very long ago that cas- 
nibalism was rife throughout Poly- 
nesia, so that to be killed, cooked and 
eaten was the almost invariable fate 
of sailors who chanced to be so unfor- 
tunate as to be cast away on any of 
the outlying little visited islands. 

Perhaps the most awful tragedy of 
the kind op record was that which 
happened in connection with the loss 
of the St. Paul, Captain Pennard. while 
on a voyage from Hongkong to Syd- 
ney. This fine steamship carried, be- 
sides a full crew, 327 passengers, most- 
ly emigrants. 

On Sept. 30, 1858. she was wrecked 
on the island of Rossel. but all got 
safely on shore. A little later the cap- 
tain and eight of the crew left the 
island in search of assistance and were 
picked up by the Prince of Den- 
mark schooner. Eventually the French 


| steamer Styx was dispatched to the 


island and brought away one emi- 
grant. The remaining 326 had been 
massacred and devoured by the na- 
tives.—Pearson'’s Weekly.

WATERWORKS DISGRACE. 


An Indignant Protest Against Condi- 
tions That Would Not Be Tolerated 
if Kansas City’s Waterworks Were 
Privately Owned and Operated, 

If the Kansas City waterworks sys- 
tem were owned and operated by a 
private corporation instead of by the 
municipality, it is easy to imagine that 
the newly created public utilities com- 
mission would be in continuous session 
these days and nights in a frantic ef- 
fort to provide ugainst an interruption 
of service because of tloods. The com- 
mission would be making loud and in- 
sistent lament against the negligence 
and incapacity of a management that 
permits the waterworks of a great city 
to be menaced almost every spring, 
and peremptory orders would be is- 
sued demanding a correction of the 
fault under pain of forfeiture of fran- 
chise. And the commission would be 
fully justified in so doing. 

Under municipal control the water- 
works of Kansas City are and always 
have been a costly failure that would 
not be tolerated if a private corpora- 
tion were responsible for their condi- 
tion. Last fall when there was an in- 
terruption of the gas supply for a day 
the mayor instantly ordered an “inves- 
tigation,” although it was shown that 
the company operating the gas system 
had not completed its extensive ar- 
rangements to insure a continuous sup- 
ply of gas to all of the city. Kansas 
City enjoys unsurpassed street car and 
telephone service, but if anything 
should happen to these utilities to en- 
danger or inconvenience the public the 
politicians would be on their feet in- 
stanter demanding reprisals and pun- 
ishments. Yet week after week and 
month after month go by and the wa- 
ter plant remains the same oki uncer- 
tain and unreliable tax eating testi- 
monial to the city’s incapacity and pa- 
tience. 

Municipal ownership and operation 
were never more of a failure than in 
the instance of Kansas City and its 
water supply. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars have been expended upon 
the waterworks, engineers have been 
hired and discharged, flow lines have 
been built and washed away, high 
priced pumps and other equipment 
have been purchased and installed, and 
yet the system is only a precarious 
patchwork which any unusual condi- 
tion jeopardizes. If Kansas City’s 
waterworks were privately owned and 
operated the people of this community 
would rise and demand that they be 
torn up and an entirely new and up to 
date system constructed. As a mu- 
nicipal institution, however, it is tol-

Springtield, Ills., Aug. 15.—A threat- 
ening mob, bent on wreaking vengeance 


on the negro iphabitants of Sprins- 
field, becuuse of un assault gommitted 
by a negro on Mrs. Earl Hallam, a 


white woman, raged through the strecis 
lust night, beating negroes and disre- 
garding soldiers of the First cavalry, 
ordered ost by Governoy Deneen .o pre- 
serve order. 

The governor ordered out two com- 
panies of militia and one troop of cav- 
alry from Peoria, a troop of cavairy from 
Bioomington and also one from Pekin. 
These soldiers rushed to Springtield on 
special trains to assist the local troops 
ip maintaining order. 

Negroes in various parts of the towg 
Were attacked by the mob and in two 
instances the negroes turned with con- 
siderable effect upon their assailants. 
In one mix-up a trooper attempted to 
separate the combatants and was near- 
ly overwhelmed by the disorderly per- 
sons who were in pursuit of several 
negroes. A call for help brought sev- 
eral d§her cavalrymen to the scene, but 
they were all disarmed and their guns 
were carried away by the rioters. 

George Richardson, the negro who 
assailed Mrs. Hallam, and another ne- 
gro, charged with murder, were stealth- 
ily taken from the jail the 
Sangamon river and placed in a train 
for Bloomington.

LOWESTOFT CHINA. 


Story of a Factory Whose Products 
Are Now Highly Prized, 

At the end of the North parade 
Lowestoft, is the Warren House, a 
place of great interest to connoisseurs 
of china. It was here, in the eight- 


eenth century, that a discovery of 
fine clay was made which eve1 lly 
led to Lowestoft manufacturing the 


china which is now so rare that it is 
almost priceless. 

Initial experiments made by Hewlin 
Luson, Esq., of Gunton Park, near 
Lowestoft, with some fine clay discov- 
ered accidentally on his estate 
ed in complete success and ultimately 


resuit- 


led to the opening of a factory at 
Lowestoft in 1756 for the manufacture 
of fine earthenware and porcelain “soft 
paste.” F 
In 1775 a finely glazed and decorated 
“hard paste” was introduced, the ef- 
ficiency and beauty of which beto- 
kened a brilliant success for the 
prietors. Contemporary evidence 
disputably shows that from 1770 
1800 the Lowestoft works we t the 
zenith of their fame. Owing, however, 
to the enormous expenses and difficul- 
ty incurred in procuring china clay 
from Cornwall and elsewhere (after 
the original clay was exhausted) 1

A distinct shock of earthquake was 
felt throughout Quincy on Saturday 
| night. Quincey, was not 
|alone in this experiecne for all sur- 
| rounding towns and many

The shock was felt at exactly 8.31 
and lasted about 10 seconds. Its 
|course was apparently from east to 
west but at the time many did not real- 
ly know just what had happened. Some 
| people thought the noise was a clap 
of thunder, others thought a big ex- 
| plosion

| people who were sitting in their

fallen down in their cellars. 
Everyone who experienced it unite 

in saying that the noise seemed to 

|come out of the earth. It is a curi- 


ous fact that very few people who

ticed anything, but those who were 


in houses were very conscious of the 
growl-like sound that seemed to come 
jout of the depths of the earth. 

The shock seemed to be felt most 
| distinctly from the Fore River 
shore front to a point about School 
street and again on the top of Cranch 
Hill and the heights of Wollaston. 
| Continuing beyond there {t made its 
presence known as far Bostonward 
as Dudley street. 

Night Watchman P. H. Bradley of 
the Fore River Ship Building Com- 
was in the yards of that com- 
when he noticed the trembling 
of the earth, and a noise like a long 
roll of thunder come out of the 
ground. Some of the big buildings 
in the shipyard shook and an exam-

Having found that all the buildings 
good shape, Mr. Bradley 
called up police headquarters out of 
curiosity, and asked where the ex- 
plosion had been. Sergt. Barry, in 
charge of headquarters, and other of- 
ficers of the central station said they 
had not noticed any sounds of an ex- 
plosion and all were sitting out of 
doors at the time. 

About this time many people in the 
towns of southeastern Massachusetts 
began telephoning to the offices of 
the Boston newspapers saying that a 
terrible explosion seemed to have 
taken place, and asked for informa- 
tion. Some of these people said the 
sound seemed to have come from the 
direction of Quincy and in a few min- 
utes the local correspondents were 
being called on by their papers to 
know if any explosion had taken place 
in the Fore River yards or among 
the powder and dynamite magazines 
of the quarries. 


The telephone operators felt the 
central office shake and a few min- 
utes later got word from the Blue 
Hill observatory that a genuine earth- 
earhquake had convulsed his section 
of the state. Very few people, how- 
ever, who heard the noise knew that 
there had been an earthquake Sat- 
urday night, and when théy read of 
it in the Sunday papers many of 
these people said: “That must have 
been the noise I heard last night.” 

While the shock was_ severe 
enough in this city to be noticeable, 
it was even more so on the Weymouth 
side of the river, especially along the 
shore by Weymouth Great Hill. One 
Quincy man who was mear there at 
the time took his watch out to mark 
the time and remarked to a friend 
that he would watch the Sunday pa- 
pers to see if the noise would be 
explained. The occupants of some 
of the cottages along the river front 
at the Weymouth summer resorts 
were so frightened that they ran out

MONDAY EVENING, 


One of the few people in Quincy 
who thought’ of an earthquake was 
Capt. T, A. Miller of Upland road, 
who has experienced several in trop- 
ical countries. He was seated on his 
piazza at the time talking to a friend 
when the attention of both was at- 
tracted by the sound, Capt. Miller 
remarked that the noise was peculiar, 
but said if it was an explosion there 
would be more noise coming down 
out of the air but all of this seemed 
to be confined in the earth. “If this 
was a section of the Earthquake 
countries,” said Capt. Miller to his 
friend, “I would say that was an 
earthquake shock.” 

It was reported from Braintree 
that the shock was so violent there 
that dishes were knocked from shelves 
in some houses. The occupants of 
houses on Cranch hill also felt the 
shock very distinctly and commented 
on it at the time. 

From reports received it was made 
apparent that the southeastern sec- 
tion of the state was affected.

In Penrhyn, Wales 


Editors of Daily Ledger: 

I will take you today through the 
Penrhyn Slate Quarries in Wales, 
where nearly all the Welsh people in 
Quincy came trom. You may leave 
your best clothes at home, put on 
anything that you are not afraid to 
soil; also have the strongest shoes 
you-can find. You will find out why 
before long, for I intend to take you 
all through, not just to take a peep 
at it. 

This is the largest open mine or 
quarry in the world. Now we are 
entering, Of course visitors are not 
allowed without a guide. But you 

re fortunate to have one with you, 
that worked there for ten years

‘MURDERERS AT LIBERTY 


Long String of Crimes In the 
Past Few Months 


THREE ARRESTS AT NORWOOD 


ee In Boston Exceeds Salary 
List of Police Force 


Soston, Aug. 17.—With nearly a doz- 


en perplexing murder mysteries on 


their hauds to solye, numerous — pro- 
fessional holdup men reaping a harvest 
of thousands of dollars in the streets 
of Boston, and the possibility of the 


state militia being called out to scour 


easterh Massachusetts for the capture 
of a band of murderous yeggs who 


have already killed four men and 
weunded a dozen others, the state po- 
lice and officials of Greater Boston are 
confronted with the most serious prob- 
lem ever known in the criminals annals 
of New England. 

The cause of the undeniable wave of 
crime which has swept over the eastern 
part of the state is accredited to vari- 
ous reasons, chief among which seems 
to be the fact that many foreigners are 
out of work and are attempting to 
adopt imported methods of securing 
the wherewithal to exist. 

Since Jan. 1 nearly a dozen tragedies 
have been enacted and up to date the 
authors of the brutal deeds have es- 
cuped detection and capture. 

A String of Murders 

The most conspicuous murders are 
the Mullins case in Arlington on March 
27, when the body of Annie Mullins, a 
Cambride wis found in 
Squires field with her throat cut. Sev- 
eral suspects were arrested, but all re 
leased, and the murder is still a baffling 
Inystery, 

On May 12 the dead body of 10-year- 
old Louisa Staula of Dedham was 
found in the woods of East Dedham, 
where she had been murdered by being 
beaten the head with a stone. 
There is no clue to her shiver. 

On July 21 the body of Mrs. Emma 
| O. Payrow was found jammed into a 
small closet of her room on Columbus 
avenue, in the heart of this city, the 
woman having been brutally murdered 
by someone cutting ber throat and then 
brutally mutilating the body with a 
knife. Jewels and money valued at sev- 
eral thousands of dollars were stolen.

The police are seeking two suspects,

The Jamaica Piain Holdup; 

The series of crimes which attracted 
the greatest amount of attention was 
the shooting up of the Jamaica Plain 
saloon on the night of July 21, when 
Frank Drake was killed and = several 
others wounded by three murderous 
yeges. The following night the same 
trio ran amuck through the streets of 
the same district .and killed one man 
and seriously wounded a dozen others. 
One of the men was shot dead in a 
reundup by the police in Forest Hills 
cemetery and proved to be a Lett from 
Russia named Edmund Gutman. The

Three Suspects Arrested 

Three men who were taken into cus- 
tody at Norwood after a battle in the 
woods between two policemen and a 
trio of suspected yeggmen were put 
through a sharp examination and one 
or more of them will probably be 
eharged with assaulting an officer. AH 
the men are foreigners and apparently 
unable to understand or speak English, 
so that little has been learned from 
them, although the police used as an in- 
terpreter the keeper of the boarding 
house where they were found. Some of 
the prisoners are Letts, men of the 
same nationality as Edward Gutman 
and his gang, who terrorized the Ja- 
maica Plain district, but little or no evi- 
dence has been secured thus far, it is 
ssid, to connect the suspects with that 
much sought for gang. 

Patrolmen Webber and Fales were in 
the Norwood woods Saturday evening 
looking for some suspicious characters 
reported in that vicinity, when three 
men jumped out of the bushes and at- 
tacked Webber. The officer cut open 
the scalp of one of the men with a blow 
from his club, and the three then ran 
away, only to encounter Fales a short 
distance up the street. Fales’ revolver 
refused to work, and the largest of the 


trio grappled with him and, wrenching’ CObVersé

away his cluB struck him over the 
head, temporarily stunning him. Web- 
ber, who had been chasing the men, 


came up at this juncture, but the 
bandits escaped, although Webber fired 
a shot at them from his revolver. 

A posse of policemen and citizens 
was immediately formed, and after a 
search of the woodlands raided a num- 
ber of houses along Dean street, occu- 
pied by Letts, Poles and Finns. At 
one house they found six men occupying 
a room together, and arrested three 
of them. One was suffering from a se- 
vere scalp wound, and another had 
what appeared to be a bullet wound in 
the scalp. The police have been unable 
thus far to ascertain definitely whether 
the prisoners are members of the gang 
which attacked the officers or just ew 
they received their wounds. 

A Holdup at Hingham 

Officers and citizens of Hingham, 
Weymouth and Quincy = searched 
through woods last night for two 
masked men who robbed “Rocky” 
Penn, 16 years old, an Italian farm- 
hand, of his savings amounting to $60. 

Penn is employed on a farm about a 
mile from the centre of Hingham. He 
was sitting on the doorstep yesterday, 
awaiting the return of the other labor- 
ers, who had gone on an excursion, 
when the two men, who wore handker- 
chiefs over their faces, came across the 
field. One of them placed a revolver 
at his head and at the same time threw 
him from his feet. The other searched 
through Penn until he found the 
money. 

With a flourish of the gun, accom- 
panied by the advice “don’t talk or 
we'll kill you,” the two ran across the 
fields and escaped. 

Thieves Busy In Boston 

Meanwhile snatch thieves and holdup 
men have been busy in the city of Bos- 
ton, and men and women have been 
robbed daily in the heart of the city, 
both in the daytime and at night. For 
the first three days of the past week 
the total amount of property stolen in 
this way, according to the partial po- 
lice reports, was $14,622, or $2605.84 
more than the total salary list of the 
entire police force of the city of Boston 
for the same length of time. 

The police, assisted by citizens, have 
euptured many of the thieves and hold- 
up men, and long terms of imprison- 
ment have been meted out to all the 


crooks in a summary manner by the’ 


courts. 

That the thieving has been carefully 
organized is evident, however, from 
the fact that counsel and bail has been 
promptly forthcoming whenever of use 
to free the strangers taken In by the 
police. It is openly claimed by the po- 
lice that the gooks have banded and 
formed a pool of their proceeds to pro- 
tect such of their kind as fall into the 
clutches of the law. 

The past week has been marked by 
a conference between Chief Whitney of 
the state police and Acting Governor 
Draper, at which it is understood that 
the matter of calling on the state 
militia to round up and capture the 
yeggs and bandits who have created a 
reign of terrer with their rapid-fire 
automatic guns was brought up and se- 
tilously considered. Vhe acting gov- 
ernor gave out a statement in which he 
expressed himself very forcibly on the 
situation and the ultimate outcome is 
still a matter of interested conjecture. 


Hunting For Escaped Prisoners 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 17.—Al- 
though Sheriff Collis and his entire 
ferce of deputies have = searched 


through the town of Neweastle, where 
it was believed that Benjamin Whitney 
and John Burns, two of the six  in- 
mates of the county jail who escaped 
were in hiding, no trace of either of 
the men was found. The other four 
men who made their escape with Whit- 
ney and Burns after overpowering 
Turnkey Rowe, getting his keys and 
locking him in a cell, were recaptured 
soon after the break was discovered. 


Mulai Hafid’s Forces Routed 

Tangier, Aug. 17.—A dispatch from 
Abd-El-Aziz, the sultan of record, an- 
nouncing the victory of bis troops over 
the troops under Mulaf Hafid, the 
usurping sultan, In an engagement 
which was fought during the march 
toward Morocco City, states that the 
losses of the adherents of Mulal Hafid 
are estimated at 300 killed and 500 
wounded. An immense amount of 
booty was captured, the victors being 
obliged to sell at quarter the market 
price in order to get rid of it. 


Taft Going on Fishing Trip 

Hof Springs, Va., Aug. 17.—Judge 
Taft and party will leave Virginia Hot 
Springs Aug. 28 for a week's fishing in 
Lake Erie, at the end of which he will 
go to Cincinnati to remain untii election 
day. Taft is very fond of fishing and 
has been Induced to believe that the 
change for a week from the mountains 
to the lake will put just the proper edge 
on his condition of fitness for the front 
porch work he fs to do in his native city. 


Half a Billion For British Navy 

London, Aug. 17.—Tke British gov- 
ernment, according to The Daily Tele- 
graph, contemplates raising a large 
loan in view of the growing naval com- 
petition abroad. It is stated that 
financiers have undertaken to find 
$500,000,000 on nominal terms to meet 
the necessities of the fleet for the next 
few years, without disorgenizing the 
annual budgets or casting a heavy 
burden upon the present generation. 


Telephoning by Wireless 

Paris, Aug. 17.—Naval Lieutenants 
Colin, Jeance and Mercier, the inven- 
tors of a wireless telephone apparatus, 
achieved remarkable success with their 
new instruments, communicating with 
the wireless station at Raz de Sein, a 
distance of 310 miles. The transmit- 
ted words could be plainly distin- 
guished, and the officers are confident 
tbat they can enable the exchange of 
tion up to 600 or 700 miles.

“Quiney Man 
Killed at Hall 


Edward F. Barry of Penn street 
was instantly killed Sunday evening 
at the Whitehead station, near Pem- 
berton, Hull. He was in company 
with Michael Coughlin of Boston at 
the time, who was seriously injured.

WAS NOT 
VOLCANIC 


No Reason 
For Alarm 
Over Quincy 
Karthquake 


The slipping of astratum of rock is 
the cause given by Prof, W. O. Crosby 
of the Massachasetts Institute of Tech- 
nology for the earthquake which was 
felt over Quincy and vicinity Saturday 
night. © 

**The centre of the disturbance,’’ he 
said, ‘‘was probably in the Blue Hills, 
and the shock, though purely local, was 
felt for some distance. 

“‘The rocky stratum where this slip 
occurred is under compression or ten- 
sion. The quake was caused by the 
momentary release of this tension. 

“It does not necessarily follow that 
any visible signs appear on the surface 
in the form of fissures, and it is doubt- 
ful if such appeared, although it is not 
impossible, 

Asked if any disaster might result 
from an occurrence of this kind in this 
vicinity, Prof. Crosby replied: 

‘‘Not at all. Nothing serious could 
possibly occur in this region as the re- 
‘sult of an earthquake, and there is ab- 
solutely no reason for alarmw.’’ 

According to the Transcript, scientists 
Say it was due toa slipping of a stratum 
in the interior of the earth, probably in 
the vicinity of the Blue Hills, or be- 
tween there and Braintree, where the 
shock was sharp. The interior of the 
earth in this vicinity consists of folded 
strata of different rocks, in a gontinual 
form of strain, and the slip was pruba- 
bly only a fraction of an inch, but ow- 
ing to the tremendous mass_ thus 
moved the shock was communicated over 
a very wide area, 

No definite scientific observations 
were taken as unfortunately there is no 
seismograpb either at Blue Hill or Har- 
vard, the one belonging at the Harvard 
Observatory being at present in use 
in Pern, and so there is no official rec- 
ord of the earthquake. The nearest 
seismographs are at Albany and at the 
National Observatory at Washington, 
and the shocks were so purely local as 
not to affect these, so far as is known.

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CUP MAY 
COME BACK 


The Manchester 
Quincy Challenger 
Wins First of 
The Cup Races 


The victory of the Manchester, the 
Quincy challenger, in the first of the 
Quincy cup races on Monday was an 
unexpected and very agreeable sur- 
prise ,and now everyone is expect- 
ing that the Quincy cup will come 
back to Quincey Yact club. 

In 1898 and again in 1899 it was 
successfully defended by Quincy 
yachts, but in 1900 the Manchester

Yacht club captured it with the 
Lookout, and in 1902 successfully de- 
fended it with the Outlook. In lub 
the Corinthian Yacht club won the 
cup with the Chewink, and in 1907 
successfully defended it with the Sal- 
ly VIII. 

It will be seen that no club has 
won in more than two _ successive 
races, so that the cup may be ex- 
pected to pass on this year. 

The Quincy Yacht won on Monday 
by a margin of 1 minute and 26 sec- 
onds, and outsailed the Vim by over 
4 minutes, The Ellen was 5 minutes 
behind and the Spokane over 7 min- 
utes. 


John B. Killeen of the Journal re- 
ports the race as follows: 

According to conditions provided in 
the deeds of gift, both classes were 
sent on a windward and leeward course, 
tive miles due south from the starting 
line and return. The direction of the 
first leg indicated the position of the 
wind, The sea was rough throughout 
the race, and the wind shifted firsta 
little to the westward and then to the 
eastward of its original direction, but 
holding generally about south. The 
breeze was stronger at the finish than 
at any other time. 

At 2.15 the preparatory gun was 
sounded from Rear Commodore W. P. 
Wharton’s gasoline yacht Avocet. At 
2.20 the warning gun was fired and five 
minutes later the sonderklasse boats, 
racing for the Quincy cup were sent 
away. The Spokane II, was the first 
to cross, at the windward end of the 
line, with the Ellen right under her. 
Then came the Bandit at the leeward 
end of the line, with the Manchester 
almost on her weather beam, The Vim 
was in the middle, on the weatler 
quarter of the Manchester and on the 
lee quarter of the Ellep. All were on 
the starboard tack and nearly in line as 
they passed between the committee 
boat and the flag mark. 

The Spokane II. was first to break 
tacks, standing to the southwest about 
five minutes after the start. She was 
followed by the Manchester, Vim and 
Bandit. The Ellen stood on and crossed 
the Vim and forced the Manchester, the 
latter two boats being crossed by the 
Bandit. The Ellen later tacked away 
from the Manchester, leaving the latter 
to stand alone to the southeast. 

She stood far on this tack, while the 
others all stood to the westward, and it 
was here that her skipper’s good judg- 
ment won out, for he caught a lee bow 
tide and a slightly hauling wind that 
helped his boat up toward the outer 
mark. When he tacked, it was in a 
breeze that was slightly backing, but 
enough to help on the other tack.

JAMES 8S. SHERMAN. 


A platform was erected at the Sher- 
man home, where the decorations were 
elaborate. Senator Burrows of Mich- 
igan, the chairman of the notification 
committee, addressed Sherman and 
the latter responded. Other addresses 
were made by Secretary of State Elihu 
Root. Mayor Wheeler of Utica, Charles 
S. Sim@pnds, chairman of the citizens’ 
reception committee, and President 
Striker of Hamilton college. These 
and invited guests were entertained at 
Irncheon following the ceremonies. 

In his speech accepting the nomina- 
tion Mr. Sherman spoke of the great 
honor conferred upon him and said 
that he indorsed every word of the 
statement made by Mr. Taft in his ad- 
dress of acceptance of the presidential 
nomination. Referring to some of the 
important issues of the campaign, he 
said’: 

First, then let me say that I am a 
protectionist. I am sufficiently prac- 
tical to value the utility of a fact high- 
er than the beauty of a theory, and I 
am a protectionist because experience 
has demonstrated that the application 
of that principle has lifted us as a na- 
tion to a plane of prosperity above that 
occupied. by any other people. : 

I especially commend that plank of 
our platform which premises an early 
revision of tariff schedules. That 
pledge will be fulfilled in an adjust- 
ment based in every particular upon 
the broad principles of protection for 
all American interests, alike for labor, 
for capital, for producers and consum- 
ers. The Dingley bill when enacted 
was well adapted to the then existing 
eonditians. The developments of in- 
dustrial prosperity in a decade, which 
in volume and degree have surpassed 
our most roseate expectations, have so 
altered conditions that in certain de- 
tails of schedules they no longer in 
every particular mete out justice to 
ell. In this readjustment the principle 
of protection must and will govern. 

The Republican party believes in the 
equality of all men before the law; be- 
lives in granting labor’s every request 
that does not seek to accord rights to 
one man denied to another.  Fair- 
minded labor asks no more, no less, and 
rpproves the record of the Republican 
party because of that party’s acts. 

I have helped to make my party’s 
record in the enactment of the eight- 
hour law, the employers’ liability act. 
the statutes to minimize the hazard of 
railroad employes, the child labor law 
for the District of Columbia and other 
enactments designed especially to im- 
prove the conditions of labor. I can- 
not hope to better state my position on 
injunctions than by a specific indorse- 
nent of Mr. Taft's Cincinnati declara- 
tion on that subject. That indorse- 
ment I make. 

As a nation our duty compels that 
by every constitutional and reasonable 
means the material and educational 
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condition of the colored Trace be ad 
vanced. This we owe to ourselves as 
well as to them. As the result of a 
course of events that can never be re- 
versed, they are a part of our civili- 
zation; their prosperity is our prosper- 
ity; their debasement would be our 
misfortune. The Republican _ party, 
therefore, will offer every encourage- 
ment to the thrift, industry and intelli- 
gence that will better their prospect of 
higher attainment. 

I believe in the maintenance of such 
an army, the upbuilding of such a 
navy as will be the guarantee of the 
protection of American citizens and 
American interests everywhere, and an 
omen of peace; that at every exposed 
point we may be so fortified that no 
power on earth may be tempted to mo- 
lest us. I believe in the restoration of 
the American merchant marine and in 
rendering whatever financial aid may 
be necessary to accomplish this pur- 
pose. 

I approve the movement for the con- 
servation of our natural resources, the 
fostering of friendly foreign relations, 
the enforcement of our civil service 
law and the enactment of such stat- 
utes as will more securely and more 
effectively preserve the public health. 

Our platform, as it should do, pledges 
ndherence to the policies of President 
Roosevelt. I have not touched upon 
every plank of our splendid platform, 
but I reiterate my full and unqualified 
approval of its every promise. 

The work that has been given the 
Republican party to do has been of im- 
mense importance. Much of that work 
has been fully accomplished; some has 
yet to be completed. Republican dec- 
larations once in our platform and no 
longer there are omitted because they 
have becom® accomplished facts. On 
the other hand, Democratic declara- 
tions have been abandoned because 
the voters have pronounced them to be 
unwise and unsafe and unsuited to our 
times and our country. 

“Shall the people rule?” is declared 
by the Democratic platform and candi- 
date to be “the overshadowing issue 
* * * now under discussion.” It is no 
issue. Surely the people shall rule; 
surely the people have ruled; surely the 
people do rule.

It is said she has several letters writ- 
ten by Captain Hains to her husband 
threatening his life. Darrin tried to se- 
cure these letters, but owing to the ill- 
Tess of Mrs. Annis, he was unable to 
obtain tuem. 

One of these letters, it is stited, was 
received by Annis the day before he 
was shot. The latter warned him, it is 
Claimed, that Hains would shoot him 
on sight, and it is said) that Mrs. Annis 
tried to dissuide her husband from go- 
ing to Bayside... When she saw Cap- 
tiin Hains and his brother at Bayside, 
just before the shooting, she shouted 
a warning to her busband and begged 
him not to come to the landing from 
his yacht while Captain Hains was 
there. 

Despite the fact that Annis had been 
named as corespondent in a_ suit 
brought by Captain Hains against his 
wife, Mrs. Annis had the utmost faith 
in her husband. As a proof of this, she 
frequently entertained Mrs. Hains and 
several times Mrs. Hains was taken 
on automobile rides with Mrs. Annis 
and her husband. 

L. C. Page. the Boston. publisher, 
made public a letter he received from 
J. Hains in which the writer re- 
ferred to the trouble between Captain 
Hains and his wife. 

Upon information furnished by 
friends of Annis, the disfrict attorney 
is working to establish that T. J. 
Hains was really the instigator and pro- 
jector of the crime. 

An effort will be made to show that 
T. J. Hains felt personal jealousy be- 
eause of the attentions his brother's 
wife was receiving from Annis and 
that the personal jealousy was the 
controlling factor in the merciless 
shooting of Annis. 

Army officers in Washington say it 
was common knowledge in army circles 
that Hains was gunning for Annis. 


When the Hains brothers were taken 
te a police station at Long Island yes- 
terday they were handcuffed together. 
Their counsel, William C. Percy, asked 
for an adjournment of a week and it 
was granted. Then the _ brothers, 
handeuffed to detectives, were taken 
through the streets to a trolley line, 
five blocks away, followed by a big 
crowd.

Fear That Their Lives Are Not 
Safe at Springfield 


DEATH LIST STANDS AT SIK 


Vigilance of Over Four Thousand 
Soldiers Will Be Redoubled In the 
Event of Death of a Popular Man, 
Whose Friends Will Seek Vengeance 
=-Outbreak Had Been Threatened 


For Years 


Springfield, Ills, Aug. 18.—One more 
victim was added to the death list of 
Springiield mobs when G. W. Scott suc- 
cumbed to a gunshot wound in “the 
lungs, sustained Friday night. Scott's 
death brings the total fatalities to six, 
and is the fourth chargeable to the dis- 
order in the “black belt.” It was there 
that the huated negroes made their 
stand, firing upon the mob from win- 
dows and roofs.

The gathering of evidence has begun 
in earnest. Policemen in plain clothes 
were sent to search the houses of pris- 
oners and suspects, and, as a result, 
the police station looks like a genera! 
store. Groceries, shardware, clothing, 
dry goods and shoes were recovered in 
great quantities, most of them bearing 
the price tags of the looted business 
houses. Eighty prisoners are crowded 
into the small cell room at the police 
station, with only the 
available for sleeping. 

The absence of outbreaks Sunday 
night and yesterday has set many citi- 
zens to discussing the possibility of an 
early evacuation of the city by the 
troops. It is probable, however, that 
the military will remain until the spe- 
clal grand jury completes its report and 
returns indictments. The force on 
hand will not be added to, however, the 
4200 soldiers now encamped on the pub- 
lic squares and streets being sutti- 
cient to cover the city so thoroughly 
that there is slight chance for a mob 
to storm any point. 

The mobilization of the troops has 
been one of the most rapid evolutions in 
the ‘history of the state militia. Ten 
minutes after Sheriff Werner had told 
Colonel Shands of the adjutant gen- 
eral'’s office that soldiers were neces- 
sary, the Springfield companies had 
been ordered to arms. From then until 

«ybreak yesterday, when five troops 
of the First cavalry arrived from Cht- 
cago, militiamen poured into the state 
capital from all quarters of the com- 
monwealth. 

There is a considerable influx of 
refugees from Decatur, Bloomington, 
Peoria and other towns. yovernor 
Deneen has assumed personal responsi- 
bility for the protection of the negroes, 
advising them, however, to time their 
coming so that they wil!! arrive during 
daylight.

The present riots, according to old 
citizens, are the result of years of racial! 
antagonism. Each year has seen an 
augmentation of the negro population. 
“They were getting too bold and impu- 
dent,”’ said a hotelkeeper. ‘People out- 
side the city cannot realize just how 
offensive this was. The people of the 
state at large will discover that the 
outbreak of last Friday was not the re- 
sult of momentary irritation, a tempo- 
rary ebullition of violence superin- 
duced by heat. The undercurrent of 
resentment growing for years needed 
only a pretext, and the assault on a 
white woman furnished that pretext. 
The streets are quiet now because the 
troops are here, but that is no assurance 
that the question is settled. For the 
inost part the people would have liked 
to see the matter settled without the 
intervention of the soldiery. The fact 
that the trouble is costing business 
men thousands of dollars daily in loss 
of trade does not help matters.” 

The tone of this statement is similar 
to that of others heard by newspaper 
reporters. Barbers, street car men, 
miners and laborers talk in a similar 
vein. 


The exodus of che negroes from 
Springfield seems to be permanent. 
There are still a few scattered colored 
families in the few blocks guarded by 
the soldiers, but they, for the most part, 
are women, children and aged men. 
The younger and middle aged are few 
fn number. The various railroads are 
not bringing negroes into the city, but 
the outgoing cars are still crowded with 
the blacks. Governor Deneen’s proc- 
lamation asking that all negroes return 
to Springfield and not enter other cities 
seems of no avail. 

All stores are still closed promptly 
at nightfall, and the embargo on liq- 
uor selling is complete. Even hotels 
are not allowed to serve intoxicants to 
regular guests occupying rooms and 
the clubs are similarly situated.

pee SNAPSHOT WILD LIFE. 


Young Roosevelt Being Taught by F. 

M. Chapman, Well Known Ornitholo- 
gist, to Use a Camera In the Field. 
| Methods of Snapping Birds. 


| Kermit Roosevelt is to be the offi- 

cial photographer with the president's 
party on the African hunting trip. In 
| preparation for this important work 
lthe young man is studying with 
| Frank M. Chapman, the ornithologist 
| of New York city. 

The responsibility which will rest on 
Kermit’s shoulders will be heavy, for 
all his father’s accounts of his adven- 
tures in the jungles of the dark conti- 
nent are to be illustrated. It is also 
| ynderstood that the president {s anx- 
fous to bring’back photographs of rare 
African birds and other animals taken 
in life for several of the big museums, 
including the Smithsonian institution 


at Washington and the American Mu- 
| seum of Natural History in New 


York. The president was anxious to 
have Mr. Chapman accompany him, 
savs the New York Times, but when 
this was found to be impossible it was 
| decided that Kermit should get a com- 
| plete camera outfit and be trained in 
its use by Mr. Chapman. 

Mr. Chapman has long been a friend 
of the president. As associate curator 
of the department of ornithology of 
the Museum of Natural History he 
has made frequent trips into the in- 
terior of Florida, photographing rare 
and beautiful birds at close range and 
; in the end making the collection at the 
museum one of the most complete and 

valuable in the world. 
| It has been unusual indeed for him 
| to pass through Washington since Mr. 
Roosevelt has been president without 
stopping over for luncheon or dinner 
at the White House, when the presi- 
dent and he have discussed birds to 
the delight of both. 

“The president could not have se- 
lected a better man to help him pre- 
pare for the photographic end of the 
expedition,” said a friend of Mr. Chap- 
| man the other day. “He has made a 
long and thorough study of birds with 
the camera, and he is not only an ex- 
pert in the use of the camera, but 
knows all the tricks of how to get 
close to the birds.” 

The question now under considera- 
tion by Kermit and Mr. Chapman 
{ the best kind of photographie outfit to 
j take. It is expected that the camera 
alone, with the several lenses, includ- 
ing a powerful long range lens, will 
| cost about $250. He will have to 
snap birds hopping and flying and wild 
| animals in motion.

camera and a thorough understanding 
of its mechanism, so that he can repair 
it in the event of its getting out of or 
der far from the haunts of men, are but 
a small part of what Mr. Chapman will 
teach the president's. son. It ‘$s one 
thing to photograph young folks on a 
lawn, all anxious to be in the picture, 
and another to catch a wary bird in 
the heart of the jungle 

Mr. Chapman’s success has been due 
to the fact that he has been able to get 


very close views of birds. One of his 
| favorite methods is to construct a 
blind, cover it over with brush and 


| then leave it for weeks until the birds 
have become thoroughly accustomed to 
it. Then he has slipped into it before 
the birds are astir and has often been 
able to get good negatives of rare birds 
which hopped about unconcernedly only 
a few feet front dis lens. 

Another favorite device is to hang : 
piece of burlap over a bush and leave 
it there for several weeks while on an- 
other expedition and then creep under 
it and wait. Of course the camera 
must be arranged so that In snapping 
it there is no noise. The slightest sus- 
picious sound would spoil everything. 


A NEW ORANGE TREE. 


Botanists Hope to “Invent” One That 
Will Grow In the North. 

Botanists in the employ of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
hope to bring into being an orange 
' tree which will be as sturdy as the ap- 
ple tree, an orange tree that will not 
perish in the chill of northern winter, 


which in December will wear its 
‘wreath of snow and in May its gar- 
j lands of bloom and when summer 


; comes will yield fruit as good as that 
sweetened in the southern sun, 

This may seem to be an unnatural 
proposition, but it only seems so. No 
violence upon the laws of nature has 
been or will be attempted. It is sim- 
ply an effort to make the citrus tree 
which bears the sweet table orange 
as hardy and insensible to cold as the 
citrus tree which bears the bitter, un- 
edible orange. By crossing the citrus 
tree of the north and that of the south 
it is sought to beget a plant in which 
will be combined the good traits of 
each. ° 

xovernment botanists are confident 
that the results of this citrus marriage 
will be a scion that will grow and 
fruit at a latitude midway between 
the northern limits of the sweet and 
bitter orange.

Chafin Thus Assured In Ad- 
dress of Notification 


PRINCIPLES SURE TO PREVAIL 


Prohibition of Liquor Traffic More 
Important Than All Other Public 
issues Combined=-Evil Declared to 
Be Fostered Under Protecting Care 


of the Two Old Political Parties, 


Which Are Vigorously Attacked 


Chicago, Aug. 19.—At Music hall last 
evening, in the presence of a large and 
enthusiastic audience, Eugene W. Cha- 
fin of Chicago accepted the nomination 
for the presidency by the Probibition 
party. The address formally notifying 
Chafin of his selection as the head of 
the Prehibition

ticket Was made by 


on behalf of the committee on notifica- 
tion appointed at the national conven- 
tion in Columbus, O., July 16. 

Leading members of the party from 
several states attended. Seated on the 
platform were the national executive 
committeemen, chairmen of the vari- 
ous state committees, the committee on 
notification and several prominent Iro- 
hibitionists, 


EUGENE W. CHAFIN. 
“You are not asked,” said Scanlon ip 
his speech, turning to Chafin, who occu- 
pied a seat on the platform, “to lead a 


forlorn hope. ‘The final issue of this 
struggle is not now and never bas been 
in doubt. The principles advocated by 
the Prohibition party are as certain to 
prevail as time is to continue.” 

Prolonged applause greeted Chatin 
as he accepted the honor. It was some 
minutes before he was able to continue 
his speech of acceptance. Chafin dwelt 
cn purty strife over false issues for 
the sake of obtaining office. Continu 
ing. he said: 

“If one or more political parties are 
to be kept In power twenty-five or fifty 
years, each succeeding administration 
carrying out the policy of the past and 
refusing to enact into the law the prog- 
gress demanded, then such party or 
parties have violated the very spirit of 
the constitution and turned our de 
mocracy into despotism, making the po- 
litical boss dictator. We are danger 
ously near that conditiouof things in 
the pendimg presidential campaign. 

“The attempt made by the Republi- 
ean and Democratic parties to create 
a fictitious issue is the most farcicial in 
our history, in the face of the fact that 
during the past four years the question 
of prohibition of the liquor traftic has 
attracted wider attention of the press 
and the people than all other public is- 
sues combined. The calm thought and 
common sense of the moral citizenship 
have pronounced sentence of death 
upon the liquor traffic and the only 
thing that stays its execution is the 
protecting care of these two old  po- 
litical parties, kept alive by blind po- 
litical party project.” 

This attack on the leading parties 
roused the audience to vigorous ap- 
plause, repeated at intervals as Chatin 
continued along this line. He quoted 
from a speech of Abraham Lincoln to 
show the view of the latter on the liq- 
uor question and concluded his speech 
with an outline of the issues for which 
the party stands. 

Following the address of Chatin, 
Clinton M. Howard of Rochester, N, Y., 
spoke on the prohibttion movement, 
after which Felix T. McWhirter, treas- 
urere of the national committee, and 
Dan R. Sheehan, nominee for governor 
of Illinois on the Prohibition ticket, 
nade speeches. 

During the day an informa] reception 
in honor of Chafin was held at the Audi- 

' torium hotel and at a meeting of the 
national committee in the afternoon 
plans for the Prohibition campaign 
were made.

At 
the same time word was received of the 
arrest in Concord, N. H., of Franklin 
Butler, Jr., son of one of Lawrence’s 
wealthiest citizeus, on a similar cha 
Butler is engaged in the woolen broker- 
age business in Boston. 

Fred G. A. Stone, 26 years of age, 
who had worked for Butler in his Bos 
ton office, was also arrested at his home 
last evening at North Andover, charged 
with the Iarceny of $766 worth of wool, 
the property of the American Woolen 
company. 

According to the police, other arrests 
will probably follow as the result of in 
vestigations started three months ago 
and Conducted by one of the corpora- 
tion’s detectives. It is said that the 
Washington mills have been robbed of 
woolen waste in a period extending 
over several years, the estimated value 
of which is placed at about $25,000. 

It is charged that a number of car- 
louds of woolen waste which were 
owned by the corporation were re- 
ceived by the Washington mills and 
were then shipped to Boston, where 
they were disposed of in various parts 
of the country. 


Butler Held In $6000 Bail 
Boston, Aug. 19.—Franklin Butler, 


Jr., was brought back from Concord 
N. H., and formally charged with re 


ceiving fifty-four bags of wool, valued 
at $2975.42, on April 11 last. It was 
alleged that the wool was sold to a 
Summer street concern at 44 cents a 
pound, when the market price at that 
time was 53 cents. Butler's father 
came from Lawrence and furnished 
bail to the amount of $6000.

White Miners Complain That 


Negroes Are Armed 
NO GLASH YET REPORTED 


Whites Quit Work Rather Than Run 
Chance of Outbreak 
ground Darkness In Mines Near 
Springfield==Grand Jury Made Up 
of Prominent Men Considering tne

Riot Question 


Springfield, Ills., Aug. 19. ile a 
new special grand jury, empuanelled 


yesterday, was hearing witnesses in 
riot cases and citizens were holding a 
meeting, the antagonism between 
whites and blacks, aiready responsible 
for seven deaths and scores of injuries, 
struck under ground. 

White miners at the Woodside coal 
mine, a mile out of town, and the Tux- 
horn mine, four miles distant,  re- 
fused to work with the negroes. The 
two mines employ about 500 men, about 
150 of whom are negroes. ‘The white 
miners came to President Clark of the 
Springtield sub-district of the United 
Mine Workers with the declaration 
that the negroes were armed, and they 
did not feel safe in the underground 
darkness with them. 

On the other hand, it is said that the 
negroes have armed with no thought 
of taking initial action, but to protect 
themselves in event of a repetition of 
the rioting of Friday and Saturday 
nights. Clark said that so far as he 
knew there had been no clashes be- 
tween whites and blacks in the mines. 
“They are just nervous, I guess,’” he 
commented “Both races belong to the 
union and the union will see that no 
serious trouble arises.” 

Mr. Clark's office was filled with the 
white miners, determined not to take 
a chance under the earth under present 
ecnditions. Said one young miner: 
“If they ain’t armed, they ought to 
be? and if they ane they ought to be dis- 
armed. You cannot blame 'em for be 
ing nervous, nor you can't blame us 
for getting away from the kind of 
rerves that carries a razor. If a chunk 
of coal broke loose and fell on someone 
he might think, with all this talk, that 
rioting had started again. Then there 
would be trouble. I dont know 
whether the black man next to me has 
got a gun or a knife, but I suppose he 
has, and a man can’t mine coal feeling 
that way.” 
This and similar stories were poured 
into Clark's ear, but he insisted that a 
mere matter of “nerves” did not justify 
quitting work. The whole matter was 
referred to an examining board. It is 
aid that the trouble exists in the Tux 
horn and Woodside mines alone 
There are approximately forty coal 
mines within a radius of ten miles of 
Springfield. They employ altogethe 
some 6000 men, about 10 percent of 
whom are negroes. 
Following Governor Deneen’s proc- 
lamation, calling on all citizens to aid 
in restoring order and promoting jus- 
tice, a meeting of business men was 
held at the Chamber of Commerce, at 
which resolutions demanding the pro- 
tection of life, liberty and property to 
every citizen were adopted. 
Satisfaction is expressed by citizens 
and local newspapers at the personne! 
of the grand jury. Its membership ts 
about evenly divided between the city 
and smalle™ towns in the vicinity. KE. 
L. Chapin, who is president of the 
Business Men's association, was made 
foreman. Lawyers, merchants and 
one reporter are among the others on 
the jury: Not only will the jury take 
up cases incident to the riots, but will 
consider the assault case which pre- 
cipitated the disorder and bloodshed. 
Springfield citizens have grown so ac 
eustomed to having bivouacs on their 
curbstones that the sight of a guards- 
man scouring pans in vacant lots or pre- 
paring the regulation menu of beans no 
longer attracts crowds of curious per- 
sons. 
The only violence reported during 
yesterday occurred on North Eighth 
street. A small crowd of white men 
and boys set upon a negro and beat 
him severely: The affair was reported 
to the headquarters of General Wells, 
but the roughs had scattered by the 
time the soldiers reached the scene.

Sharon, Mass., Aug. 19.—While a 
crowd of Italian picnickers were wait- 
ing to take a train for Boston last night, 
Giovanni Serafini, a musician, was 
shot in the leg by a man who was ap- 
parently angered because he had been 
pushed aside in the rush for seats.

The Boston Advertiser says: The 
weather conditions could not have 
been excelled and it was one of the 
finest racing days of the season.

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ANNIS TRAGEDY 


Demonstration In Court When 
Coroner's Jury Reported 


BUT TWO WITNESSES TESTIFY 


Captain Fired Nine Shots Into Annis’ 
Body While Brother Stood Guard 
==Counsel Intimates That Insanity 
Will Be the Detense, and Has Some- 
thing to Say About Confession 
Made by Captain’s Wife 


New York, Aug. 20.—After being out 
twenty-two minutes; a coroner’s jury 
last night brought in a verdict that 
William F. Annis, who was killed last 
Saturday, came to his death as the re- 
sult of pistol shot wounds inflicted by 
Captain Peter C. Hains, Jr., U.S. A., 
aided and abetted by Thornton J. 
Hains. There was a greater crowd 
than the little courtroom in the town 
hall at Flushing, L. I., could hold wheu 
the inquest began and hundreds of men 
and women awaited the verdict out- 
side. 

It was believed the jury would ren- 
der its verdict without leaving the 
room, and when the jurors went out 
and remained out for more than twenty 
minutes, the spectators, many of whom 
were members of the Bay Side (L. 1.) 
Yacht club, where the shooting took 
place, became restless and there were 
audible demands that a verdict be in- 
stantly rendered. 

When the jurymen filed into the room 
and the foreman announced the ver- 
dict there was a demonstration. Cor- 
over Ambler had to rap with his gavel 
and court officers had to caution the 
spectators as an attempt was made to 
applaud the verdict. 

In the excitement a crowd gathered 
around Thornton Hains and began to 
question him as to the tragedy in which 
be played such an important part. He 
was asked if be felt justitied in holding 
a crowd at bay with a revolver while 
kis brother shot down Annis. Before 
Hains could reply John F, McIntyre, 
chief counsel for the brothers, rushed 
to his side. “No, no; don’t answer that 
question,”’ he said. In his efforts to 
prevent Hains from answering the 
lawyer clapped his hands over his 
client’s mouth. 

Only two witnesses were called. 
They were Charles H. Robert, who tes- 
tified that he saw Captain Hains ip a 
kneeling position clinging to the droop- 
ing body of Annis as he emptied the 
eontents of his revolver into it, and 
Coroner's Physician Frey, who testi- 
fied that Annis came to his d@ath as 
the result of the bullet wounds. Frey 
said there were nine initial wounds 
and twelve secondary wounds, which 
would indicate that Hains fired nine 
shots. 

In cross-examining Robert, McIntyre 
esked him if Hains bad finished shoot- 
ing when he tried to go to his aid and 
was stopped by Thornton Hains, who 
held a revolver in his face. The wit- 
ness said that the shooting had not 
ceased and that he would have had 
time to interfere had not ‘Thornton 
Hains prevented him. 

That both Captain Hains and _ his 
brother, Thornton Hains, were suffer- 
ing from some form of emotional insan- 
ity will probably be the defense  of- 
fered in their approaching trial. Mce- 
Iutyre said on this point: “I believe 
that the brothers were in a state of 
mental disturbance when the shooting 
occurred.” 

Before the inquest John F. McIntyre 
gave out the following statement: 

“In answer to the statement made by 
Mrs. Hains that she was made to sign 
a confession while under the influence 
of drugs, I wish to say that my clients 
and their distinguished father have 
told me that there were four witnesses 
present when the confession was made, 
one of them being a prominent New 
York lawyer. These witnesses will 
testify at the trial. I am also told that 
Mrs. Hains talked to several persons 
regarding the incidents related in the 
confession gome time before she made 
it and these persons will be witnesses. 

“When Captain Hains was called 
back from the Philippines he ques- 
tioned his wife regarding rumors he 
had heard about her, and he became 
convinced that his suspicions were 
wrong. Later, he said, facts devel- 
oped which made him demand the con- 
fession from his wife and she made it. 

“What unbalanced Captain Hains’ 
mind was the counter-charges made by 
Mrs. Hains in a suit she filed in answer 
to his suit for divorce. Captain Hains 
believed the statements made by Mrs. 
Hains in the counter-suit were dictated 
by Annis.” 

Major John P. Hains, who has come 
here from Chicago to stand by his 
brothers, was asked if he thought his

There was only the greatest praise for 
Charles Francis Adams, 2d, by both the 
skippers of the other boats and those 
who witnessed the contest for the mag- 
nificent series of races he sailed for the 
cup and the Quincy Yacht Club contin- 
gent on board the Judges’ boat. 

The Globe says: The Quincy cup will 
next year be raced for at Quincy, as 
the Mancbester, the club’s representa- 
tive, made it three straight wins off dere 
today. Thus the cup goes back to the 
place of its origin, where the challengers 
will tind it hard work next year to 
bring it away. These three wins of the 
Manchester are all against the ‘‘dope’’ 
on the speed of the boats of the class, 
for she did nothing in the Corinthian 
Y. C. midsummer series, not being 
placed in all the racing of last week. 
At Hull the week before she won one 
race, which is about the only first prize 
to her credit this season.

A BEAUTIFUL MEMORIAL. 


Cincinnati Girl’s Automatic Device to 
Water Flowers In Cemetery. 
Miss Carrie D. Jackson, 1361 Chapel 
street, Cincinnati, who was born and 
reared in Dearborn county, Ind., 
prompted by her love for her late de- 
parted brother, George W. Jackson, 
and other members of her family now 
resting in the family lot in Greendale 
cemetery, at Lawrenceburg, Ind., de- 
sired to erect something new and 
beautiful to their memory. A happy 
idea came to her. She would have a 
large vase constructed, containing pots 
of flowers, and set it in the center of 
a flower bed. Within the vase there 
should be a tank of water, which by 
its own automatic force each day 
would water the flowers in the pots 
and also the flowers in the bed planted 
around the foot of the vase. 
Accordingly she went to work, em 
ployed a mechanic, superintended the 
construction herself, and in a few 
weeks her ideals were realized. The 
original vase may be seen in Green- 
dale cemetery. The tank has a capac- 
ity of about one-half barrel of water 
and must be filled every two weeks. 
During the heat of the day the water 
slowly drips from the large tank into 
a smaller one. By evening the small 
tank is filled, and by Its weight it 
closes the valves of the large tank 
and opens the valves below, thus al- 
lowing the water to flow from it and 
refresh the flowers during the cool 
hours of night. By morning the smal! 
tank is empty, and the weights lift it 
into position again, the lower valves 
close, the upper ones open, and the 
tank fills as on the previous day. 
When Miss Jackson completes the 
ornamental design of her vase and 
perfects the mechanism as she has 
planned it will be a thing of beauty. 


DEVERY’S POLICE FORCE. 


| Retired Chief Expects to Enroll Men 


to Look After Crimes Only. 

William S. Devery, the same “Big 
Bill” who was once chief of police of 
New York city, is about to return to 
his former activities, but not on the 
city’s payroll. He is building up a po- 
lice department of his own, of which, 
of course, he will be the head and 
front. 

This action, he said the other day, 
has been inspired by countless requests 
from business men and others to es- 
tablish a system of protection which 
shall, as he yet it, supply the deticien- 
cies of the department presided over 
by General Bingham.

SAVING WATER WASTE 


Movement to Conserve Supply of 
Natural Moisture. 


WATERWAY CONTROL URGED. 


Professor McGee Says Co-operation of 
Congress and States In This Work 
Would Add to the Nation’s Wealth. 
Our Annual Rainfall Amazing. 


“Two hundred trillion cubic feet of 
water on an average falls on the sur- 
face of the United States every year.” 
This startling statement was made by 
Dr. W. J. McGee, secretary of the in- 
land waterways commission and an 
expert connected with the bureau of 
soils of the department of agriculture. 

This is not a haphazard statement 
on the part of one whose original re- 
search has made his name familiar to 
scientists the whole world over, but 
was made in the course of an inter- 
view which had for its primary object 
a better knowledge of the conservation 
of water and its uses for the benefit 
of mankind. 

“Two hundred trillion cubie feet of 
water,” said Professor McGee, “is to 
the average mind but two and a lot of 
ciphers. To be more explicit, itequals 
about ten Mississippis, and that vol- 
ume of water is the entire basis of 
our prosperity. 

“The United States has an area of 
3,000,000 square miles, but that aren 
could be cut directly in twain, and with 
the same amount of rainfall we could 
sustain the same population that we 
have today, conduct the same enter- 
prises and raise the same products, & 
condition which I do not believe most 
people appreciate. We know very 
well, if we stop to consider, that the 
market price of any commodity ts de- 
pendent on the water supply. We buy 
land in the eastern half of the United 
States and say that there are so many 
acres in this parcel or in that, but in 
reality we buy water. This is funda- 
mental. Water is the first of our re- 
sources. It is the natural resolvent. 
It is power, fertility, everything. And, 
being fundamental, values begin with 
the water supply. 

“With the ten Mississippis falling 
upon the land of the United States 
every year, two Mississippis run off. 


Thus one-fifth of the waterfall from 
the heavens flows into the sea. Of the 
eight Mississippis remaining about 
five Mississippis are absorbed, passing 
off into the air, to be precipitated 
again and again. A fraction in part 
passes into the earth and = slowly

“What we want to do is to mini- 
mize the waste of water and max- 
imize the benefits which must accrue 
to the citizens and country by proper 
conservation of water supply. If we 
so control the water that the rivers 
shall flow in uniform stage we will 
solve the problem of inland navigation 
and make the United States richer by 
a thousand per cent than it is to- 
day. In order to do this we must 
equalize the run of the streams at the 
heads of the rivers, and this may be 
done by dams and reservoirs and sci- 
entific cultivation of the soil along the 
courses of both streams and rivers. 
The levees of the lower Mississippt 
have done a magnificent work, but the 
prevention of floods is better far than 
all the levees in the world. 

“What we want to do is to get back 
to nature in dealing with water, fi*st, 
to prevent floods, and, second, to com- 
pel the water to run clear and pure, 
It is a fact that each year the rivers 
of the mainland of the United States 
pour into the sea a thousand million 
tons of richest soil matter in the form 
of suspended sediment, an impost 
land taxes com- 
bined and a commensurate injury to 
commerce in the lower rivers, which 
are rendered capricious and difficult 
of control by the unstable load. 

“The difference in the power value 
alone between controlled and uncon- 
trolled streams would in ten years pay 
the entire cost of stream control in the 
United States. And this, coupled with 
the billion dollars’ loss every year 
through erosion, due floods, 
would construct a comprehensive sys 
tem of control in the United

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SMOOT ON FORESTS. 


Utah Senator Favors American rl 
tion of European Forestry System. 
United States Senator Reed aa 

ebairman of the commission appointed 

by President Roosevelt to look into 
means for the conservation of the na- 
tional forests, recently arrived in Lon- 
don after a tour of inspection of the 

European forests. 

He is convinced by what he has seen 
that the general principles of conti- 
nental scientific forestry may be suc- 
cessfully applied to the United States, 
although the character of the west de- 
mands some modification in them. 

Senator Smoot considers the forest 
of Silwald, owned and managed by the 
city of Zurich, the most carefully de- 
veloped in the world. Such forests 
cost more per acre to take care of, but 
yield a greater net gain because there 
are arrangements for the utilization of 
all possible products. Under the di- 
rection of the municipal government 
sawmills, planing mills and excelsior 
and tool handle factories are run. 

At Munich the senator examined the 
experimental forest of the university, 
directed by Professor Mayer. Mr. 
Smoot considers that what he obsery- 
ed being done in the Blaek forest 
would be of the greatest benefit in the 
United States. Years ago the Black 
forest was being destroyed. It has 
now been greatly built up by the rig- 
orous care Of the German authorities. 
Every tree is numbered, and stock is 
taken each year. 

In Mr. opinion the same 
thing is imperatively necessary tosave 
the 164,000,000 acres of forest reserve 
in the United States at the present 
time. He says the commission he 
heads will probably advise an increase 
in the United States forestry depart- 
ment to that end.

ONCE HEARD OVER MILE AWAY 


Man Listening to His Singing Was 
Converted—How He 
Grand Hymn “The Ninety and Nine.” 
A Thrilling Incident In His Career. 


There were wonderful sympathy and 
earnestness in the voice of Ira D. 
Sankey, the famous hymn writer, sing- 
er and evangelist, who recently died 
at his home in Brooklyn, and it had 
tremendous carrying power. 

When Mr. Sankey, who for many 
years was the associate of Dwight L. 
Moody, sang {in Agricultural hall in 
London to an audience of 21,000 peo- 
ple every one of them was able to un- 
derstand every word that he uttered. 
It is an authenticated fact that on one 
occasion his singing was heard a mile 
and a quarter away. It was during 
the dedication of the church at North- 
field, and an immense throug was gath- 
ered there. Mr. Sankey sang the 
worldwide known soug of “The Nine- 
ty and Nine,” and he lifted his voice 
that all might hear. Across the Con- 
necticut river, more than a mile and a 
quarter away, a man named Colwell 
was sitting on the porch of his home. 
He heard the song and was converted 
by it. He hastened to Mr. Moody to 
report the extraordinary occurrence.

The meeting of Sankey and Moody 
was the first of many dramatic epi- 
sodes in their association. Sankey 
had never thought of turning evangel- 
ist, and it was quite by accident that 
he was thrown with Moody. 

He had been a singer from his boy- 
hood, and his voice had attracted at- 
tention in the little hamlet of Edin- 
burg, Pa., where he was born Aug. 28, 
1840, and where he lived until he was 
fifteen years old, at which age his fa- 
ther, David Sankey, and his mothe 
Mary Sankey, moved to Newcastle. 
Sankey had sung for his comrades in 
his one year of service in the civil 
war, and he had led the choir in the 
thurch in Newcastle. His position as 
head of the Young Men’s Christian as- 
sociation in Newcastle was responsi 
ble for his meeting with Moody. In 
1870 he went as a delegate to the Y 
M. C. A. convention in Indianapolis, 
and there he heard Dwight L. Moody 

speak He was sitting in the extreme 
rear of the church when a song was 
started. He joined in the singing, and 
a man sitting near him who heard his 
beautiful voice asked him to start a 
bymn that would inspire everybody to 
join in.

The most thrilling incident in his ca- 
reer as an evangelist was thus told by 
Mr. Sankey himself: 

“One day in London Mr. Moody and 
myself appeared before an audience 
composed entirely of men and women 
who were avowedly scoffers at reli- 
gion. Having succeeded in getting 
them together by barring out church- 
goers, the problem arose how we should 
prevent them from going away more 
confirmed than ever in the course of 


life and thought which they had 
chosen. 
“We must interest them with the 


singing,’ said Moody. ‘We must have 
a hymn which will appeal to every 
heart of them all. What I want you 
to sing is “\% Mother's Prayer.” ’ 


“IT began the song—it is scarcely a 
hymn—amid the noise of shuffling feet 


and whispered comment, but before 
one verse of it had been sung a silence 
fell over that audience so perfect that 
I could almost hear the beating of my 
own heart. Then that feeling came to 
me that always comes to a singer at 
one time or perhaps many times in his 
career—the feeling that the people be- 
fore me were mine and that the song 
Was reaching them for good. 
“While I listen to the music 
Stealing on in gentle strain 
I am carried back to childhood— 
I am now a boy again. 
"Tis the hour of my retiring 
At the dusky eventide. 
Near my trundle bed I'm kneeling 
As of yore, by mother's side.

The audience 
seemed to rise to me, and when the 
last note had died away Moody imme- 
diately followed with one of the most 
touching addresses he ever preached 
in his life. He carried the audience 
like a whirlwind, and when he ceased

lievers rose up from their seats beside 
their boon companions and their ac- 
complices in iniquity and asked for 
our prayers and the prayers of all 
God's people. 

“Many of them came regularly to 
our meetings after that, and many of 
them joined churches. We cannot tell 
how many were truly converted.” 

Mr. Sankey had a keen sense of hu- 
mor and was not above telling a story 
at his own expense. One day in Gene- 
va, Switzerland, he entered a music 
box shop and asked to see some music 
boxes. The salesman graciously show- 
ed him a number, but none were what 
he wanted. “Have you none that play 
sacred music?” he asked. 

“Why,” answered the salesman, “we 
have some that play a kind of halfway 
sacred music.”

Heavy Fines 
For Setting Fires 


Few people realize that under re- 
cent laws there is a heavy penalty 
for setting fire to growing wood or 
timber, or for negligently allowing a 
fire to escape to a land of another. 

For setting fire to growing wood or 
timber there is a fine of not more 
than $100 or imprisonment for six 
months. 

For negligently letting a fire es- 
cape to land of another neighbor the 
fine is $250 

Persons may burn debris from gar- 
dens, leaves, ete., on ploughed fields 
but such fire shall be at least 200 feet 
distant from any forest. 

The fine for this offense is $100 or 
one month’s imprisonment or both. 

There is also a fine for refusing to 
assist a fire warden in fighting for- 
est fires. 

The state forester has appointed 
Chief Engineer Williams a deputy 
forest warden and he is vested with 
the power to arrest without a war- 
rant any persons found Setting a 
fire in violation of the act.

Important to Bee Keepers. 

The Massachusetts Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station has just issued a 
bulletin which every bee keeper in 
the state should have. 

It appears, as a result of a careful 
investigation by the author of the 
bulletin, Burton N. Gates, expert in 
Agriculture, U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, that two of the worst dis- 
eases which are known to affect bees 
are widely prevalent throughout the 
state. The bulletin shows the locali- 
ties in which these diseases are 
known to be prevalent, and briefly de- 
scribes, a method of treatment, for- 
tunately comparatively easy, which 
will insure their eradication. 

Every bee keeper who has not al- 
ready received a copy should send for 
the bulletin.

Two Famous Orders For Women. 

The most ancient European order be- 
stowed on women is the Austrian dec 
oration of the Star and Crucifix, 
founded in the year 1688 to commemo- 
rate the preservation of the sacred 
relic of a piece of the cross in a ter- 
ribie fire at the Hofburg, Vienna. This 
relic was held in much veneration, and 
the Emperor Maximilian I. invariably 
wore it as an umulet. The fire broke 
out in the ovcupied by the 
dowager empress, and, although ey ery- 
thing seemed to have been destroyed, 
the tiny crucifix which contained the 
relic was discovered unhurt. So great 
was the gratitude of the imperial fam- 
ily that they determined to found an 
order in thankfulness for the “mir- 
acle,” as the preservation of the relic 
was called. 

The senior archduchess of the im- 
perial house is always head of the or- 
der, and the members must be ladies 
of high rank and unsullied character. 
They must promise to visit the sick 
and the poor, to recite certain prayers 
daily, and also to attend mass. The 
order is made of blue enamel, oval in 
shape, with a gold border and the de- 
vice “Salus et Gloria” in black letters 
on it. In the center are the double 
headed eagle, a red Greek cross and 
bands of blue and gold, and the wearer 
pins it on the left breast with a black 
bow. 

An order with a romantic history 1s 
the Luisen order, founded in remem- 
brance of the beautiful Queen Louise 
of Prussia. It is a simple decoration 
of a small black enamel cross with the 
letter L as a center, surrounded by 
golden stars. On the back are the 
dates 1813-1814. It is an order be-

Armour helped to build up the De- 
troit champions. It was Armour that 
secured Ty Cobb for Detroit, and 
Cobb's mighty work with the stick won 
the American league pennant for De- 
troit in 1907. Armour is a good bese- 
ball man, but he could not prevent fric- 
tion among the Detroit players.

McCloskey made the big mistake of 


his managerial career when he failed 
to push through the Beebe-McGlynn 
trade for Hans Lobert of Cincinnati. 
That deal would have put the Cardi- 
nals in the first division this year. 
McCloskey engineered it and should 
have shoved it through in face of any 
and all obstacles. 

Mr. Robison did advise against the 
deal when Lobert wrote him that he 
did not want to come here, but Mc- 
Closkey should have urged that the 
trade be made in face of this fact. Lo- 
bert would have had to go to ‘St. 
Louis or quit the game, and everybody 
knows that he is not going to desert 
baseball. 

The Cardinais started out last spring 
| with five catchers—Marshall, Ludwig, 
Hostetter, Bliss and Boucher. Instead 
of standing pat on this bunch of ex- 
periments, McCloskey should have 
raked and scraped the big leagues last 
fall and made some sort of trade for 
an experienced man. Bowerman or 
Bresnahan might have been grabbed 
from New York for Karger. McGraw 
put both men on the market. Cincin- 
nati dickered for Bresnahan, and Bos- 
ton finally landed Bowerman. 

While McCloskey has made some 
mistakes, his record, on the whole, has 
been far better than the showing of 
the club indicates. As a judge of 
young players he has few if any 
equals. He also knows how to create 
harmony in a team. His men play 
honestly for him. and if he had the tal- 
ent it’s a cinch that he would get sat- 
isfactory results. McCloskey is a hus- 
tler, and many good baseball men are 
confident that if Mr. Robison gives 
him another year's trial he will land 
the Cardinals in the first division of 
the National league in 1909.

around for his successor, provided a 
change is made. Some seem to think 
Mr. Robison may sign Clarke Griffith 
to run his team.

Dr. Pattee and Officers Fody and 
Scanlon quickly responded. To the of 
ficers Dame said that he was obliged 
to shoot Sterling in order to save his 
own life. Dame was taken to the po 
lice station and locked up. The re- 
volver which he handed to the officers 
Was a five-shot 3S-calibre weapon, cor 
taining three unexploded cartridges 
and two empty shells. 

Sterling was 65 years of age and had 
been connected with the Dover police 
department nineteen years. He was on 
bis vacation at the time of the shooting. 
In 2ddition to the ten days allowed by 
the department he had’ secured an ex 
tension of twenty days on his own ac 
count, and it is thought that it was his 
intention to be married before he again 
returned to work. 

Dame and his wife had made the! 
home with her father. Mrs. Dame, whi 
was the only other person in the house 
at the time of the shooting, 
she was asleep and knew nothing of the 
trouble until her husband into 
the chamber and told her of the shoot 
ing.

Courageous Trip 
Of Two Ladies 

In Stone Boat 

To Depth of 267 Ft. 


Mrs. Walter C. Jones, wife of 
Lieut. Jones, and Miss Alice Ger- 
tride Jones, daughter of F. L. Jones, 
proved themselves to be unusually 
courageous Monday afternoon, when 
they allowed themselves to be lowered 
in a stone boat a distance of 267 feet 
to the bottom of the quarry of T. 
I’, Mannix at West Quincy. 

The two ladies were on a sight 
seeing tour of the quarries, accom- 
panied by Frank Jones. Among the 
quarries visited was that of Mr. Man- 
nix, the deepest in Quincy. They saw 


the men at work in the quarry and 
saw a big block of granite hoisted

Hugh Hunter, superintendent of the 
quarry, jokingly asked them if they 
would not like to be lowered into the 


quarry. They almost took his 
breath away when they replied that 
they would. 


A boat such as is used to hoist out 
grout was swung around and the 
ladies prepared to make the de- 
These boats are about 6 by 
4 feet in size with sides rising one 
The ladies got in and a signal 
was given to the engineer to hoist. 
The boom of the big 75 ton derrick 
swung outward, and for a minute the 
boat with its precious load was sus- 
pended in midair. 

Then came the signal to lower 
away. Slowly, but surely, the boat 
began to drop, and in a few minutes 
they were at the bottom of the quar- 
ry. Leaving the boat they walked 
about the quarry, Mr. Hunter ex- 
plaining the details of getting out 
granite in the rough. 

After seeing all there was of inter- 
est the boat was again boarded and 
they were hoisted to terra firma. The 
ladies said the trip was an enjoyable 
as well as an exhiliarating one.

Retrenchment will certainly be the 
campaign issue at the municipal elec- 
tion in Quincy next fall. The tax 
rate of $19.70 last year was a record 
breaker and altogether too high, hut 
the Assessors nOW announce a tax 
rate of $20.50. The rates for the first 
two years of the city when put to- 
gether amounted to only $24.40, but 
here is an assessment of $20.50 for 
a single year, on a high valuation. 

What a mockery is the law which 
limits the tax rate for municipal pur- 
poses, to $12 on a $1,000 valuation, 
and then allows such an out- 
rageous tax rate as $20.50 per $1,000. 

Then there is the excessive State 
tax, and the rapidly increasing Metro- 
politan assessments over which the 
city government has no control. 

But there must be a halt for a 
few years in all loans for public im- 
provements. A tax of $20.50 is a 
heavy mortgage on all real estate of 
the city. . 

The increase in valuation this year 
is $1,447,210, one of the largest in the 
history of the city, having been ex- 
ceeded only in 1889, 1901 and 1905. 
Last year the Assessors reported an 
increase of only $382,170. 

The total tax levy of 1908 is $605,- 
669.43 against $553,544.38 in 1907, and 
$516,714.06 in 1906. The biggest in- 
crease came in the item of maturing 
city debt which is $28,000 more than 
in 1907, the increase alone requires 
$1 of the tax rate, ~ 

The State tax was about $12,000 
larger, the city tax under the $12 
limit about $9,000 larger, and the in- 
terest on city debt about $5,000 
larger, and there were other in- 
creases. On the other hand it is 
necessary to raise $12,000 less for 
water expenses, and less for sewers, 
both city and metropolitan. 

The number of polls is 9,518 against 
9,159 last year, and 9,239 in 1906. If 
all the poll taxes are collected they 
would net the city $19,036.00. 

The Daily Ledger compares the 
figures of 1908 ,with those of 1907 in 
a parallel column.

The question of tariff taxation is one 
of vital interest. 1 am in hearty ac- 
cord with our platform declarations on 
that subject.

In thou- 
sands of American homes families will 
gather about dinner tables which for 
many months have not been encum- 
bered with a beefsteak, and indulge in 
“roseate expectations” of their own. 

Hurt by Restricted Market 

American manufacturers, whose fae. 
tories are idle by reason of a restricted 
market, and those whose business has 
been crippled by reason of the bigh 
tariff tax on raw materials, will read 
this speech with peculiar satisfaction. 

If the wages of labor depend upon a 
high tariff, why should any man favor 
a reduction of that tariff? The voters 
of America are not likely to be de- 
ceived as to the tariff question by the 
stock arguments of the epposition. 

Every legitimate business interest in 
the country is demanding tariff re- 
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form, The manufacturer who fs not a 

monvpolist is demanding cheaper raw 
materials and wider markets for his 
products. 

The workingman understands that a 
restricted market means fireless fur- 
aces and enforced idleness. He 
knows that American workmen have 
nothing to fear from competition with 
workmen anywhere when the products 
of their labor are set down side by side 
in the markets of the world. ‘The Am- 
erican workingman has had bitter expe- 
riences under the operation of the 
Dingley bill. Under the shelter of this 
tariff wall trusts and combines have 
sprung up on every hand and with ex- 
tertionate prices confront the con- 
sumer on every occasion when he 
seeks to buy the necessaries of life. 

Eftect Upon the Laborer 

Under this system the cost of living 

s) increased as to absorb the earn- 
ings of the laborer, after the most rigid 
economy and self denial on his part 
and that of his family. The souphouses 
or 1907-8 in the large cities of the coun- 
try Were a realization of but a part of 
the “roseate expectations” of Repub- 
lican statesmen. 

The farmer understands that while 
he has to buy everything In a protected 
market, where, on nearly every pur- 
cuuse, he is compelled to pay tribute to 
the trusts and tariff beneticiaries, he is 
compelled to sell his surplus products 
in a free trade market where he comes 
in Competition with all the rest of the 
world. 

He looks no longer with indifference 
upon the fact that the farmer of Cana- 
Ga, Argentina, Australia and other 
civilized countries buys agricultural 
implements of American manufacture 
cheaper than they are sold to him, 

The president rails against swollen 
fortunes as menaces to the public wel- 
fare and as promotive of evils which 
eat at the very heart of society. As 
remedies he has suggested an income 
tax and an inheritance tax, that their 
growth may be to some extent checked. 

The national conveution of his party 
is silent upon the question of these re- 
forms, while the possessors of most of 
these swollen fortunes, allied as they 
are with the dominant forces of the 
Republican party, are giving generous 
support to the Republican national 
ticket. 

Promises of Democrats 

The Democratic party, while favor- 
ing the reform meusures repudiated by 
the Republican national convention, has 
another remedy. It would by legisla- 
tion in large degree cut off the streams 
of money which under the present sys- 
tem ure flowing from every home in 
the land and emptying into the coffers 
of the trusts. 

It would by rigorous law enforce- 
ment strike down private monopolies 
which prey upon the people and pro- 
tect the public against extortion and 
imposition by the great public corpora- 
tions, Whether by excessive charges or 
by over issue of stocks and securities. 

It has no war to wage on capital. It 
has no quarrel with corporations hon 
estly capitalized, which carry on a le- 
gitimate business according to law: It 
will encourage the investment of cap- 
ital in the development of the country 
and protect it when invested. 

I will not at this time discuss the 
several planks of the national plat- 
form. I endorse that platform in all 
its parts and pledge my best endeavors 
towards securing the reforms to which 
the party is by its terms committed. As 
the campaign progresses I shall discuss 
ite various features from time to time, 
as opportunity presents. 

Gentlemen, we enter upon this cam- 
paign with every prospect of success. 
Never has a political platform been 
received with such favor by all classes 
of people, and never has a candidate 
been presented by any party who was 
closer to the hearts of the people than 


our matchless standard-bearer, Will- 
iam J. Bryan. 
Bryan on Trust Question 
Mr. Bryan’s prepared address on 


“Trusts” concluded the day’s program. 
Eight years ago Bryan’s second ac- 
ceptance speech was made in this city 
and was listened to by thousands. 
Many times since then he has = ad- 
dressed other thousands in this city 
and throughout the state, but never 
before in Indiana did he receive such 
an ovation as that which greeted his 
appearance this afternoon. ‘The great 
audience literally rose to him with a 
swelling tide of cheers that was long 
in subsiding. It was a fine persona! 
triumph for the thrice-named nominee 
of his party. Bryan said: 
Nowhere does the Republican party 
| show more indifference to real reform 
than in its treatment of the trust ques 


tion. 
The Sherman anti-trust law was 
passed eighteen years ago. It has a 


criminal clause which provides a peni- 
tentiary punishment for those who con- 
spire together in restraintépf trade. 
Ever since the enactment of the law, 
with the exception of four years, the 
Republican party has controlled the 
executive department of the gevern- 
ment, and during two years of the four 
it controlled the house of representa- 
tives. 
Most of the trusts have never been 
disturbed, and those that have been 
prosecuted have not had their business 
seriously interrupted. The president 
bus done something toward the enforce- 
ment of the law, but not nearly enough, 
and the Republican leaders have 
thwarted him at every point. 
Now let me contrast the Democratic 
| platform with the Republican platform 
Our platform says: 

“A private monopoly is indefensible 
/ and intolerable. We therefore favor 
the vigorous enforcement of the crim- 
inal law against guilty trust magnates 
and officials and demand the enactment 
| 


of such additional legislation as may 

be necessary to make it impossible for 

a private monopoly to exist in the 

United States.” 

| Here is a plain, candid statement ot 
the party’s position. There is no quib- 


bling, no evasion, no ambfgulty. A prt- 
vate monopoly is indefensible and in- 
tolerable. 

I have in discussing the tariff ques- 
tion presented one of our remedies— 
namely, the removal of the tariff from 
imports which compete with trust 
made goods. ‘his we believe would 
ereatly lessen the extortion practiced 
by the trusts and bring about the dis- 
solution of many monopolistic com- 
bines. But we are not satisfied mere- 
ly with the lessening of extortion or 
with the dissolution of some of the 
trusts. 

Because the private monopoly is inde- 
fensible and intolerable the Democratic 
party favors its extermination. It 
pledges itself to the vigorous enforce 
ment of the criminal law against trust 
magnates and officials. It is impos- 
Sible for the Republican parte to en- 
force the present criminal law against 
trust officials. Those officials are inti- 
mately connected with the Republican 
party in the present campaign. 

The Democratic party does not con- 
tent itself with a definition of the 
wrong or with a denunciation of it. 
It proceeds to outline remedies. The 
first is a law preventing a duplication 
of directors among competing corpora- 
tions. The second remedy as stated in 
the platform is: 

Another Suggestion 

“A license system which will, with- 
out abridging the right of each state 
to create corporations or its right to 
regulate as it will foreign corporations 
doing business within its limits, make 
it necessary for a manufacturing or 
trading corporation engaged in inter- 
state commerce to take out a federal 
license before it shall be permitted to 
control as much as 25 percent of the 
product in which it deals, the license 
to protect the public from watered 
stock and to prohibit the control by 
such corporation of more than 50 per- 
cent of the total amount of any product 
consumed in the United States.” 

Let the issue be made plain; let the 
distinction be accurately drawn; let the 
respective positions of the parties be 
fully understood. The Democratic par- 
ty does not oppose all corporations; on 
the contrary, it recognizes that the cor- 
poration can render an important ser 
vice to the public. The Democratic 
party draws the line at the’ private 
monopoly and declares that a private 
monopoly cAnnot be justified on either 
economic or political grounds. 

The Democratic party is the defender 
of competition and the only great party 
which is seeking to restore competition. 
The Republican party has gone almost 
as far as the Soctalist party in the eco- 
nomic defense of the monopoly, but It 
permits the benefits of monopoly to be 
enjoyed by a comparatively few men 
who have secured a dominant influence 
in the government. 

Industrial independence is necessary 
to political independence. The free ex- 
ercise of the rights of citizenship is im- 
possible when a few men control the 
industries in which millions are em- 
ployed. God forbid that we should 
compel the wage earners of the nation 
to address their petitions to trust mag 
nates and ask for their daily bread. 
Already we have seen how prone the 
monopolist is to make employment de- 
pend upon the willingness of the em- 
ploye to prostitute his ballot to the 
service of his corporate master. 


Charges Not Sustained 

Albany, Aug. 25.—Richard L. Hand, 
who was appointed by Governor 
Hughes to take testimony and report 
his findings upon the charges _ tiled 
against District Attorney Jerome of 
New York county by a minority stock- 
holders’ committee of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway company, in a_ report 
submitted to the governor finds that 
not one of the series of charges is 
proved, but that all are disproved upon 
the evidence. He recommends the dis- 
missal of the charges. Hughes has not 
acted upon Hand's report. 


Suspicion of Underhand Work 

New York, Aug. 25.—A special com- 
inittee of five members of the New York 
Stock Exchange will conduct an in 
vestigation of the transactions which 
took place on the floor of the exchange 
Saturday, when more than a_ million 
shares were bought and sold in enor- 
mous blocks and in such a manner as 
to arouse suspicion that the sales were 
so matched as to create a fictitious Im- 
pression of activity. 


Lack of Presence of Mind 

New York, Aug. 25—Paniec seized 
Mrs. Mary Abruzzo of Brooklyn when a 
gas stove exploded and set fire to the 
clothing of her 3-year-old son, Joseph, 
aud a baby carriage in which was her 
iufant son, Charles. Mrs. Abruzzo 
threw the baby from the third story 
window and then leaped after it. Jo- 
seph was burned to death, and Mrs. 
Abruzzo and her baby were mortally 
injured by the fall. 


Woman Mysterious!y Murdered 

London, Aug. 25.—The wife of Major 
General Charles E. Luard was mys- 
teriously murdered in the woods near 
Seven Oaks, a short distance outside 
London. No trace of the murderer has 
been found, but the motive apparently 
was robbery, valuable rings having 
been taken from the woman's fingers. 
Luard is a retired officer of the royal en- 
gineers. 


Government Funds Are Shy 

New Orleans, Aug. 25.—Kmmet C. 
McLeod, chief clerk in the United 
States engineer's office in New Orleans. 
was arrested, charged with embezzling 
government funds. The exact amount 
alleged tu have been taken by McLeod 
is not known.

Moroccan Ruler Must “Cool 
Off” Before He Gets It

Paris, Aug. 26. position of 


Irance with regard to Morocco as a 
result of the defeat of the sultan of 
record, Abd-el-Aziz, by his brother, 
Mulai Hatid, is substantially as fol- 
iows: 


Mulai Hafid’s victory and his proc 
lamation as sultan at Tangier appar- 
ently make him the master of Morocco, 
However, to continue as sultan de-facto 
he must levy taxes; to levy taxes he 
must maintain an army with which to 
impress and hold the fickie tribesmen, 
and to maintain an army he must have 
money. Tor gold Hatid must look to 
Europe; without it he cannot hope to 
enture. It would be tactless and ruin- 
cus for the powers instantly to throw 
themselves at the feet of Mulai Hatid 
and hail him as the new ruler of Mo 
rocco. He must be shown that the 
powers are necessary to him and not 
that he is necessary to the powers. 
Wher France and Spain that 
the time for action has arrived the 
signatories to the Algeciras act will be 
invited again to study the situation

and Mulai Hafid probably will be rec- 
ognized. Hafid must promise much— 


to subscribe to the Algeciras act, to 
bring about the pacification of the 
country, to protect Puropeans, and to 
mizintain au friendly attitude toward 
the needed civilization in Morocco, 
ut above all he must for the moment 
be allowed to “cool off,” which will give 
time for the situation to become more 
tranguil.

SUFFOCATED IN A MINE 


Fire.Cut Off Escape of Over Thirty 
Men in an Oklahoma Shaft 

McAlester, Okla., Aug. 27.—More 
than thirty miners were suffocated in 
the Hailey-Ola coal mine No. 1, near 
Haileyville, fourteen miles east of Mc- 
Alester, when fire destroyed the hoist- 
ing shaft and airshaft and cut off air 
from the men below. * 

Twenty-five dea@ bodies were re 
tuoved from the mine, following a sue- 
cessful three hours’ battle with the 
flames. It is believed that six or eight 
more will be brought out. MTwenty- 
five mules were suffocated and some 
of their bodies were burned. 

Explorations in the channels re- 
vealed that none of the men met death 
by burning, but that all were suf- 
focated. It is impossible for the res- 
cuers to get far from the base of the 


main shaft and it probably will be 
twenty-four hours before a_ thorough 


search of the entire mine can be made. 
Some of the channels are three-quarters 
of a mile long. 

The fire was oceasioned by the igni- 
tion of a barrel of oil which a miner 
was trying to divide. The flames 
spread at once to the holsting shaft and 
the air shaft, and all communication 
with the top was cut off. An effort was 
made to operate the cages running up 
and down the hoisting shaft, but it was 
found that the cages, the cables and the 
guides had been burned. There was 
absolutely no help for the imprisoned 
miners.

Dedication of Tablet to Fear- 
less and Faithful Sea Hero

There were 200 specially in- 
vited guests, men who knew and served 
with the admiral.

DAYS OF SOMNOLENCE. 


Bhe Thinks of Ultimate Questions of 
Accusing Conscience. 

It has been said that we are contin- 
ually arraigning ourselves before the 
bar of our mentality; that there seems 
to be no end to our introspection and 
to self questionings concerning the 
correct mode of life and methods of 
treating our bodies. When we are not 
worrying over the problem of too much 
or too little sleep we are fidgeting 
about the food that nourishes our 
structural formation and the amount 
of exercise necessary for perfect 
health.

They ate, they 
drank, they slept probably as nature 
dictated and gave little or no heed to 
their internal economy or mental bal- 
ance. Neither were they morbidly in- 
quisitive concerning their own degen- 
eracy. 

Owing to this sublime indifference 
our forbears were undoubtedly health- 
ier mentally and physically, and if we 
moderns did but ask fewer questions 
and take ourselves less solemnly there 
would be greater inclination to culti- 
vate a sense of humor and less time 
to analyze imaginary “troubles. Some- 


times one longs to shriek from the 
housetops that it really does not 


amount to a tinker’s lightest curse if 
it be right or wrong to go hatless or 
breakfastless, if it be sinful to take a 
holiday or if it be criminal to sleep 
eight hours. “Hands off!” shriek our 
souls, and a frenzied desire seizes us 
to take our chances and live the life 
that nature intended. 

That most things right themselves 
seems a forlorn hope, but let us fondly 
{imagine that some time we may snap 
our fingers at nasty problems and re- 
turn to the bovine indifference of other 
days and the delightful apathy of our 
ancestors.

HOUSEWIFE HINTS. 


To clean lace faus spread the fan on 
a towel and thickly cover it with block 
magnesia. Put a fold of the towel 
over it and whip lightly with the 
hands. Reverse the fan and treat the 
opposite side in like manner. A badly 
soiled fan can be cleaned with benzine 
and dry talcum powder. 

Use all small, undeveloped or green 
potatoes in soups or hash, for the un- 
developed potatoe will not cook well, 
and it often has a very flat flavor. 
When boiled they make good frying 
potatoes, though {it is almost impos- 
sible to cream them or make them 
palatable unless nttxed with other 
vegetables or cooked with meat. 

Before cooking canned goods place 
in a colander and drain off all juice 
and rinse with cold water. The sea- 
soning must be supplied with good 
fresh butter, milk, salt: and pepper. 
Leave no canned goods in a can that 
has been opened. Remove at once. 
This may rob the vegetables of*some 
food value, but it is safest and best to 
do so. 

Hot dishes sometimes leave whitish 
marks on varnished tables when set, 
as they should not be, carelessly upon 
them. For removing them pour some 
lamp oil of the spot and rub it hard 
with a soft cloth. Pour on a little 
spirits and rub it dry with another 
cloth, and the whole mark will disap- 
pear, leaving the table as bright as 
before.

The New System 
Of Tax Collection 


A force of extra clerks are at 
work in the Assesors’ office making 


out the tax bills for 1908. Formerly 
these bills were made out in the Tax 
Collector's office, but under the new 
erdinance the work devolved upon the 
Assessors’ office. All bills are made 
out in duplicate, The duplicate bill 
is sent out the property owners 
and the original bill and stub are 
retained in the Tax Collector's office. 
When the bill is paid the party pay- 
ing the bill takes the duplicate to 
the Tax Collector’s office and re- 
ceives the original bill receipted. 
By this system the City Auditor 
can at any time audit the- books as 


to 


he can tell what bills are unpaid. 
Some of the previous Collectors, 
while perfectly honest, have had a 
loose way of keeping books, so that 
today there are thousands of dollars 


worth of unpaid bills on the books 
running back for a number of years 
that no knows anything about, 
or whether or not they are paid. 

Under the new system, however, 
there can be no question as to whether 
a bill is paid or not. 

For example, the Assessors’ turn 
over to the Tax Collector for collec- 
tion bills amounting to $10,000. The 
City Auditor visits the office at any 
time to audit the books. ® He finds 
that the Collector has stubs which 
figure up $7,000, and if business is 
conducted properly he should have 
on hand unpaid bills with stubs at- 
tached to the amount of $3,000. 

If the original bills and detached 
stubs when added do not amount to 
$10,000, something is wrong, and it 
is for the Collector to account for 
what is missing. e 

It will, therefore, be readily seen, 
that from now on as Yong as the pres- 
ent system is in force, there can be 
no question as to what bills have 
been paid and what have not.

Who has jurisdiction of the Wey- 
mouth Fore River bridge, is a ques- 
tion often asked, and very few rési- 
dents apparently know. Some think 
it is the Commissioner of Public 
Works of the city of Quincy; others 


say, that it is the County Commission- 
ers of Norfolk County; and a few are 
under the impression that it is a joint 
commission comprised of officials of 
Weymouth and Quincy, but none of 
these are exactly correct. 

The bridge comes under the juris- 
diction of a Board of Commissioners, 
consisting of three persons and is 
made up of the Mayor of Quincy, the 


Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
of Weymouth, and the Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen of Hingham. 
The parties of this commission was 
fixed by a degree of the Superior 
Court in November 1906. 

The present bridge wi appropri- 
ated for in July 1900 and was built 
under the direction of the County 
Commissioners of Norfolk County. 
There are two draws of aproximate- 
ly 100 each, to provide for the 
passing through of vessels. An of- 
ficial of the Fore River Company 
states that only once has the ap- 
proaches or any part of the bridge 
been touched by any vessel under 
their supervision when passing 
through. That one vessel was the 
large sound passenger steamer Prov- 
idence, which went through the draw 
on a very windy day in 1905. It was 
fortunate that no damage was done 
at that time. 

What would happento the bridge if 
one of the mammoth steel ships 


should strike it, would be difficult to 


state. There is little doubt but that 
the bridge would be placed out of 
commission for some time. At the 
present time the fender piling is in 
a broken and defective contlition which 
places the bridge structure in con- 
siderable jeopardy. If a vessel or 
coal barge should happen to strike 
the fenders, no matter how skilful 
the navigator, the wind and the tide 


might influence the eourse of the ves- 
to an extent con- 
siderable damage.

WINNING THE 
MARATHON RACE, 


John Hayes Tells How It Was 
Run and Won. 


“A CASE OF USING BRAINS.” 


Plucky Athlete Who Carried Stars and 
Stripes to Victory In Olympic Clas- 
sic Ran Course Without Tiring—Pays 
Tribute to Gameness of Dorando and 
Hefferon. 


Without a word of boasting John J. 
Hayes of New York, winner of the 
Marathon race, who recently returned | 
from London, told how he ran and won 
the/classic event of the Olympic games. 

“It isn’t anything wonderful that so 
many 
said Hayes when questioned by Robert 
Edgren for the New York 
World. “It was just a case of using 
our brains. I don’t suppose we are so

much faster than the English, but we 
go at things with our heads instead o} 
our legs. We make a careful study of 
the art of getting out the best that’s in 


us. That's all.” 
‘And you?” I asked. 
“Oh, I’ve studied Marathon running 


for four years,” Hayes admitted. “I've 
run three at Boston and one at Yon- 
kers, besides the Canadian round the 
bay race, which is only nineteen miles. 
I ought to be a good judge of pacé. I 
always study the other fellows care- 
fully, and I come pretty near telling 
what they can do and regulating my 
own pace to fit. 


“We studied all the conditions in 
England. We did our training very 


carefully and lost no sleep over the 
stories about the terrible pace the Eng- 
lish distance runners would cut out. 
Mike Murphy was with us, and we 
knew we had the best advice anyway. 
There’s a man who's entitled to a lot 
of credit. 

“Mike let us run in a trial race of 
about fifteen miles. The Indian, Te- 
wanima, won that. I was a minute 
or two behind. I used my natural pace, 
and I felt sure that the Indian ran too 
fast to keep it up over the long course. 
If he could have kept it up I would 
bave been glad, at that, because he 
carried the flag too. 

“One thing that gave us a lot of con- 
fidence before the race was a trial the 
English had. Dunean, the best of the 
Englishmen, ran ten miles with the har- 
riers. They have some good men, but 
Duncan went out of sight ahead of the 
bunch between eight and nine miles. 
As soon as I heard that I felt sure we 
had them. Duncan's pace was too fast 
for a man training for a Marathon. I 
knew he'd try the same pace in the 
big race, and I knew that no living 
man could stick it out and finish well 
going like that. So we kept plugging 
on with our work. 

“The day of the big race was pretty 
hot. We had formed in four lines in 
the grounds of Windsor castle. There 
were about sixty of us starting, men 
from all over the world. The Princess 
of Wales tized the starting pistol. No, 
she didn’t hold it. She pressed a but- 
ton, they told me. I was in the third 
line from the front. Of course it didn’t 
make any difference about that. We 
were close enough together for such a 
long race. 

“The road for a mile or so was all 
cobbles—rough going, but a_ fellow 
doesn’t give a whoop about that when 
he’s fit. I didn’t care how rough it 
was so long as the others had to cover 
the same ground. It was hot. but 
it was just as hot for the others as it 
was for me. Everything was for a 
fair field and no favors in that race. 

“The Englishmen started off at a ter- 
rible clip. That just what I ex- 
pected, and it didn’t worry me at all. 
I set my pace and paid no attention to 
anybody It wouldn’t have made 
me change a step if they had all run 
away from me at first. I had it 
scientifically figured out. You've

to be scientific in a Marathon. You 
have just so much power and endur 
ance to spend in a little over twenty- 


six miles, and you've got to fix your 
own pace so that you get out the best 
average speed for the entire distance. 
You must have just enough left at the 
finish to make a spurt if it is close. A 
man in good condition can run indefi- 
nitely at a certain clip without feeling 
any strain at all, but if he exceeds 
that speed midway he'll break down. 
You run at that pace until you reach 
twenty-two miles. If there aren’t any 
kinks in you then you can gallop the 
rest of the way. 

“The Marathon road went over all 
sorts of ground. It was a winding 
road—part of it fine, smooth surface 
like a carriage drive. Five miles out 
from the start Cameron, our bicycle 
man, met me with his wheel. I didn't 
need an attendant for the first five 
miles. There were about twenty 
ahead of me, Cameron figured, per- 
haps a few more. We didn’t count 
very carefully. After awhile [ began 
to overhaul and pass them. They 
“ame back one by one. Some were 
staggering along and some had drop- 
ped beside the road. I didn’t turn my 
head to look at them—just kept plug- 
ging along and keeping my pace as 
smooth as a machine. 

“At about twenty-two miles I was 
@till fresh and strong, and I began to 
make my effort. Cameron had ridden 
on to get the news and, coming back, 
told me there were only two more 
ahead of me. They had passed six 
minutes before, he said. I cut loose 
now for all I had in me. I was never 


{n better condition. I wasn’t even 
tired. 

“As we neared the stadium the 
crowds grew thicker and thicker. The 


last mile was through a sort of mead- 
ew, and here the English jammed in 
close to the zourse, leaving just room 
enough for our elbows to swing with- 
out hitting on either side. There were 
stacks of police detailed to keep the 
road clear. 

“No—not a sign of trouble anywhere 


along the line. There was just one 
solid roar of cheering. Of course they 


were cheering just as hard up ahead, 


where Hefferon, the South African, 
and Dorando, the Italian, were going. 
Perhaps they were cheering harder 


for the first man than they were when 


I came along, but I don’t see how in 
blazes they could. It sounded like Ni 
agara falls and a million Dutch bands 


trying to drown each other out. If 


could see the solid ranks along at my 
elbows on both sides, every man with 
his mouth open like the hole in the 
end of a trombone, but I couldn't hear 
any single voice in the racket. They 
gave me as good as the next man. The 
i} crowd in front leaned back hard 
against the ranks behind to give me 
room. My being an American didn’t 
cut any ice. It was getting near the 


finish of the Marathon, and everybody 
was just about crazy with excitement. 

“I kept looking ahead and wondering 
why the other two didn’t come back to 
me. I was running strong and increas- 
ing the pace with every mile, and I 
knew the others must be failing. Yet 
I ran and ran without getting au sight 
of anything but waving arms and flags 
and surging crowds that closed in 
ahead of me and then opened as I came 
to give me a fair lane. Those other 
two fellows were surely game. [ 
heard afterward that after Dorando 
made his great effort outside a mile 
or so and got by Hefferon he began 
falling down and staggering on again 
when they helped him up. Talk about 
gameness! What I did was nothing te 
that, for I didn’t feel distressed at all. 
It didn’t hurt me to run. I had saved 
myself for this, and I was going ata 
mile run clip now without wracking. 

“At last I got Hefferon. The poor 
fellow was staggering. His legs were 
pumping up and down mechanically, 
but he was hardly getting out of his 
own tracks. I didn’t turn my head as 
I went by at full speed, but I saw that 
he was too far in to make any effort 
to tail on to the procession—too bad, 
too, for it was only about 125 yards 
outside the stadium gates. 

“Dorando was nowhere in sight. I 
felt for a moment that the race was 
lost—that he had finished ahead of me 
after all. But I never let up. I tore 
on into the stadium. I'll never forget 
that sight, for I was still fresh enough 
to take it all in. About 90,000 people 
(looked like two or three million to 
me) were jumping up and down in the 
grand stands and yelling their heads 
off. They were turned away from me 
toward the other man at the track. 
All of a sudden the yelling almost 
stopped. I ran across the cycle path 
and turned to the left to make the last 
300 yards on the running track. 
Ahead of me there was a crowd on the 
track. The crowd was bunched up. 
First they'd stand still, then all push 
ahead for a few yards and stop again. 


Cameron, who came in with me, yell- 
ed: “Run! Run! File hasn't tinished! 
Run like h—! You can get him! Run! 


Run!’

300 yards to go I spurted for 
I saw the little crowd on the 
track push ahead rapidly, stop, gather 
together and push ahead again just 
like a football rush line shoving the 
ball over for a touchdown. When [ 
came in Dorando was down about 125 
yards from the finish. He was doc- 
tored and revived and pulled up to his 
feet and shoved along by the officials. 
They got him to the line just ahead of 
me and dropped him across it. 
“As Dorando finished they 
stretcher ready to carry him 
field.

pace, but he stuck it out until he fell 
unconscious and couldn’t get up again. 
He would’have stayed down after the 
first fall inside the stadium but for 
the stimulants and the assistance giv- 
en him by the officials there. He 
could never have finished alone. That 


is what made his disqualification nec- 


essary under the rules of the game. 
The English rules distinctly stated 


that no assistance of any kind could 
be given a runner after entering the 
stadium and that any runner who col- 
lapsed from exhaustion and was un- 
able to continue without assistance 
must be removed from the course. 

“IT don’t know whether I shall ever 
run another Marathon in my life or 
not. They call this the greatest ath- 
letic honor in the world. I’ve done 
my share. There'll always be plenty 
of good men in America to win for 
us.” 

The story was all told. An enthu- 
siastic party of Hayes’ friends seized 
him at this moment and hustled him 
away in a taxicab to show him New 
York.

FERN LEAVES. 


They Are Waliab le ma Preserving Ar- 
ticles of Food. 


The fern plant, which grows almost 
everywhere, is an excellent preserva- 
tive for pack articles of food, fruit, 
etc. People who have lived in Eng- 
land know that the English have used 
it successft for many years. Val 
uable fruit, fresh butter, ete., are no 
longer seen in the English markets 


packed in grapevine leaves, but almost 
always in fresh fern leaves, which 
keep the articles excellently. This is 


done where grapevine leaves are to be 
had in abundance. Every posted 
well in botany knows the high preserv- 
ative power of fern leaves with refer- 
ence to vegetable and animal sub- 
stances. 

On the of Man fresh herrings 
are packed in ferns and arrive on the 
market in as fresh a condition as when 
they were shipped. Potatoes packed 
in ferns many months longer 
than others packed only in straw. Ex- 
periments made with both straw and 
fern leaves in the same cellar showed 
results in favor of ferns. 
While the potatoes packed in straw 
mostly showed signs of rotting in the 
spring, those in ferns were as fresh as 
if they had just been dug.

THE COCA PLANT. 


Its Leaves Used as an Invigorant In 
South America. 

Coca is the South American invig- 
orant. The shrub from which the coca 
leaves are obtained grows un 
vorable conditions to a height « bot 
four meters. It is cultivated in Peru 


and Bolivia. 
At the time the crop is gathered the 


seeds are sown in beds, when they 
germinate and grow, and in two 
mouths the growing plants reach a 
height of about a foot. The leaves, 
grown in the proper sunlight and 
shade, are yellowish, small and thick 

This is the kind of leaf that is pre- 
ferred for chewing by persons using 
the leaf as a stimulant, fortifier and 
preventive of sleep and fatigue in the 
performance of arduous work, inas- 
much as they prevent rheumatism, 
from which miners suffer when work- 


ing in mines that contain much water. 
Indians who masticate leaves of 
this plant can work twenty-four hours 
without eating or sleeping. 

Coca leaves are used by the natives 
when engaged in long and fatiguing 
journeys and by soldiers when subject 
to hardships and privations. They may 
be used with all kinds of food and are 
said to cure dyspepsia, either taken as 
an infusion in the shape of tea or by 
masticating the leaves. The life of the 
plant when perfect is eighty years.— 
Chicago Tribune.

Melbourne, Aug. 20.—The American 
Atlantic battleship fleet, under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Sperry, an- 
cbrored in Port Philip bay this after- 
noon after an uneventful voyage from 
Sydney. 

The morning broke cool and the sky 


Was overcast, but as the day advanced 
the weather brightened until, as the 
fieet entered Port Philip heads, brill- 

fant sunshine vied with the thousands 
on shore in giving the great white fleet 

@ warm welcome, for which Melbourne 
had made such lavish plans. 

Queenscliff, which commands 
heads, was densely crowded with peo 
ple, who viewed with awe and wonder 
the entrance of the American fleet in 
the bay. 

After passing Port Philip heads. at 
11:20 o'clock this morning, the ships re- 
ceived a continuous ovation from the 
slore and a vast excursion fleet the en- 
tire thirty miles up Port Philip bay to 
the anchorage ground. 

Turning the headlands and pointing 
thcir noses toward the city, the vessels 
of the fleet were creeted by fifty Queens- 
cliff fishing boats, gayly beflagged, and 
the British cruiser Psyche, which 
boomed a welcome of thirteen guns and 
dipped its flag to the Connecticut, 
which was in the van.

Efforts to turn sawdust into pulp for 
the paper mill have usually been un- 
successful on account of mechanical 
difficulties in handling. In several Eu- 
ropean countries, however, a new way 
has been found of turning sawdust to 
account, says the New York Post. The 
sawdust, chiefly pine and fir, is ground 
with mill exactly as time 
mills made cornmeal or wheat or rye 
flour. Expensive machinery is not re- 
quired, but it is necessary to take spe 
cial precautions against fires which 
might start from sparks between the 
millstones. 

Sawdust flour is sold to dynamite 
factories to be mixed with nitroglye- 
erin and forms the body or absorbent 
for that high explosive. It is also in | 
demand for the manufacture of cheap 


stones, old 


blotting papers. The mills in the 
Harz mountains, in Germany, an im- 
portant manufacturing center, are 


kept busy meeting this demand. 

The price of the “flour” in Germany 
ranges from $7.50 to $12.50 a ton. It 
is shipped in like meal, or in 
bales of about forty cubie feet, made 
by means of high pressure.

Wireless Phone System From New 
York to French Capital. 

Contracts were recently signed where- 

| by a wireless telephone service is to be 
established on the 700 foot tower of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance company 
in New York city by the De Forest 
Radio Telephone company. Dr. Lee 
De Forest, scientific director, declares 


possible to communicate by speech 

from the lofty pile in Madison square 

to the top of the Eiffel tower in Paris.

Then he hopes to achieve 
the feat of talking to the French cap- 
ital. As soon as the Metropolitan tow- 
er is completed an antenna consisting 
of eight small copper wires will be 
fastened through the topmost balcony 
on the fifty-second floor, just below the 
lantern. The wires will be insulated 
from the metal frame of the structure 
and will run down diagonally -to the 
Fourth avenue end of the roof of the 
main building to a pent house, in which 
the wireless apparatus will be placed. 

The station will be 160 feet above 
the curb, while the wires will thus 
have a length of 700 feet and willl be 
as far as possible removed from the 
absorbing influence of structural steel. 
It is announced that the apparatus 
will have a ten kilowatt capacity, which 
would make it capable of covering 
1,000 miles. 

When the service is installed Dr. De 
Forest declares that it will be possible 
to actually talk with incoming steam- 
ships on the sea and even to transmit 
to them by wireless telephone not only 
words, but music. One of the plans is 
to transmit opera as sung in the opera 
houses in New York direct to the sa- 
lons of approaching liners. 

Dr. De Forest said that he anticipat- 
ed no interference between the Radio 
Telephone service and the wireless 
telegraph messages around the metrop- 
olis, as on account of the great height 
of the tower the Metropolitan station 
would be able to employ a wave a mile 
and a half long, so that no other sta- 
tion, no matter how near, would be 
able to hear it. 


WOMEN AS RURAL CARRIERS. 


They Cheerfully Accept Hardships In- 
volved In Distribution of Mail. 
Positions as rural carriers are not 
supposed to be attractive to women, 
and the postoffice department does not 
encourage their employment as such, 
but an increasing number of women 


| are invading the rural delivery field, 


sometimes as regular carriers, but more 
frequently as substitutes. 


Assistant Postmaster General De- 
graw is authority for the statement 
that when women obtain places as 


rural carriers they invariably accept 
cheerfully the hardships that accom 
pany the work and vie with the male 
carriers in enthusiasm over their work. 

An example of this enthusiasm is 
shown in a report received at the post 
office department in Washington of the 
case of Miss Lenna Sennott, who is the 
substitute carrier on a twenty-eight 
mile route in one of the New England 
states. Miss Sennott has held the posi- 
tion for three years, and, although the 
route is a long one and fs thickly 
wooded in some sections, Miss Sennott 
says she has no fear in driving over it 
alone, and she carries no weapon of 
defense. When asked what induced 
her to enter the service Miss Sennott 
said that one day about three years 
ago the regular carrier told her he was 
unable to find a substitute and jokingly 
asked her if she would like the posi- 


| tion.

“I told him I would like to be his as 
sistant or substitute,” sald Miss Sen- 
nott, “provided he had horses that 
had some life.

|more in demand. There is danger 
both to inhabitants and to game in 
these depredations.
